MAYOR’S MESSAGE — 1954 


The year just closed has been a very 
busy and progressive one in our govern- 
mental operation. Our Public Service De- 
partment had one of its most productive 
years. Due to the rapid city growth, the 
need for extended public services was 
greatly increased. More than 8 miles of 
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main line sewers was constructed plus 
another 1144 miles of miscellaneous sewer 
connections. This work included complete 
sewer systems for three new subdivisions 
and storm sewers for several miles of 
streets. More than one-half million dollars 
was expended for this program, a portion 
of which will be assessed to the benefited 
property. 


Plans for 1954 call for substantial com- 
pletion of the storm sewer system in the 
Everett District, and the construction of 
many relief sewers in the older section of 
the City. Work on the additions to the 
Sewage and Garbage Treatment plant was 
completed. Nearly 6,000 million gallons 
of sewage was treated and 1114 thousand 
ton of garbage disposed of. 


More than 14 miles of curb and gutter 
was constructed, which will mean 7 addi- 
tional miles of new streets to be hard- 
surfaced this year. 414 miles of new 
blacktop streets were constructed and a 
concrete pavement was constructed on 
Cavanaugh Road from Cedar Street to 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 


The public parking lot on River Street 
and on North Capitol Avenue were black- 
topped, 


In co-operation with the State Board 
of Aeronautics improvements at the Capi- 
tol City Airport were made. 


One and one-half miles of State trunk 
lines were resurfaced. The city forces 
resurfaced more streets than ever in any 
one year—12%4 miles. Sidewalk construc- 
tion also reached an all-time high. 


A new type of rubbish and trash disposal 
was put into operation during 1953 which 
has proved very satisfactory. 


The largest single contract ever entered 
into by the city was made in 1953 for the 
construction of the Civic Center and Veter- 
ans Memorial Auditorium. Work on the 
building is progressing and well ahead of 
schedule, 


Plans for major improvement of Saginaw 
Street from Washington Avenue to Penn- 
sylvania Avenue are nearly completed, and 
the work should be contracted for at an 
early date. 


During the past year our Electric Power 
and Water Department experienced its 
busiest year. At the Moores Park power 
plant a 40,000 KW turbine was installed. 
A new 150-foot smoke stack placed at the 
top of the building on Ottawa Street is 
practically completed. 500 boulevard lights 
were installed on new blacktopped streets, 
4% miles of new water mains installed. 
Additions were made to the electric distri- 
bution system and a new automatic sub- 
station was installed on South Cedar Street. 
A new electric powered pump was installed 
at the Cedar Street plant. Work is going 
forward to improve and inrease the facili- 
ties at the Moores Park plant. 


The Cemetery and Park Board has had 
an unusually busy season during the past 
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year. The Club House at Groesbeck Golf 
Course was completed. Playgrounds were 
developed at the Lyons Avenue playfield. 
Improvements were made at Gier Park. 
The Bassett Street and Scott Park play- 
grounds were improved. West side field 
on Saginaw Street was very much improved. 
Work is now underway for a park building 
at this location. South Washington Avenue 
park property has been improved, also the 
park on River Street, Hazel Street and 
property at the 119th Field Artillery. A 
storage building was completed at Oak 
Park. Extensive repairs were made at 
Potter Park and improvements at other 
parks. 


The R. E, Olds memorial was erected on 
Kalamazoo Plaza marking the spot where 
the first mass production of automobiles 
took place. 


The forestry and recreational] departments 
had a very busy year. 


1641 building permits were issued for a 
total valuation of 16% million dollars. This 
included 502 new dwellings and a_ like 
number remodelled. 


During the past year the City Plan 
Commission and its staff made consider- 
able progress toward the eventual revision 
of the Lansing Master Plan, including a 
revised Zoning Ordinance and Zoning Map. 
Survey work on a complete Land Use 
Study was completed and the City of Lan- 
sing has been census tracted for the first 
time. An Arterial Streets System Plan has 
been adopted as a part of the Master Plan 
and a Major Streets Plan should be ready 
soon for public hearing and adoption. The 
Commission has met jointly with the Park 
Board and School Board to promote even 
eloser correlation in the work of these 
bodies. Five new plats have been approved 
and a number of zoning changes have been 
recommended, A site for a new fire sta- 
tion, to be a part of an over-all plan of 
public and semi-public buildings and uses 
in the Everett District has been recom- 
mended. Work has begun on a survey of 
the parking needs of all areas outside of 
the central business district, to become a 
part of the recommendation for a parking 
plan for the entire city. 


The Board of Zoning Appeals has met 
regularly and has acted on 135 appeals. 


The Traffic Commission’s recommenda- 
tion of one-way streets went into opera- 
tion March 22, 1953, and were extended 
May 17, 1953. They gained immediate pub- 
lic support and aided immensely in the 
through movement of vehicles. It is planned 
to extend the system this year. 


Traffic signals were installed on Walnut 
Street at Saginaw, Shiawassee, Ottawa, 
Allegan and Kalamazoo Streets. An install- 
ation made at Grand-Washtenaw-River in- 
cluded the use of pedestrian signals which 
are the only ones in the city. Many revi- 
sions and modernizations of present signal 
installations were made in 1953. The policy 
of setting up progresive signal systems 
wherever possible in the city was contin- 
ued, These progressive systems, ander 
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normal] conditions, provide for the expedi- 
tious and continuous movement of vehicles 
at reasonable speeds through signalized 
intersections. The back-log of traffic signal 
work to be done is extremely heavy. 


Parking restrictions to aid in the move- 
ment of vehicles in the street were put 
into effect. 


Parking meters were added to the fringe 
area of the central business district. Meters 
were installed in North Lansing. 


The Police and Fire Board authorized 
construction of a new fire station on the 
site of the old station at Hillsdale and 
Sycamore Streets, which is now under con- 
struction and should be completed this 
summer. The drawings are made for a 
new fire station, to be erected in the Everett 
District. Work on this will be started ‘this 
spring. 


The Council has authorized the firm of 
Black and Black to revise plans for the 
new City Hall in which will be incorpor- 
ated facilities for the Police Department. 
I would recommend that we have a meet- 
ing of the entire Council very soon to 
complete plans for this needed project. 


Work should be started as soon as possi- 
ble on the Saginaw Street improvement and 
grade separation program. 


The Civic Building and Veterans portion 
of the Civic Center should be ready for 
occupancy late this year. ’ 


‘It is also necessary to start booking 
programs for the main auditorium which 

' should be completed in 1955. I recommend 
a special committee be established to work 
with the interested civic agencies to formu- 
late _a sound plan for the operation of 
the Center. 


An administration building and terminal 
is needed at the airport. Last year we 
appropriated sufficient funds for our share 
of its cost. We should use our best effort 
to get this program underway. More than 
50,000 airline passengers used the over- 
crowded facilities last year. 


. The off-street parking survey,. recom- 
mended by our newly created Municipal- 
Parking-Authority Commission, should be 
completed within the next few weeks. This 
survey will give us an up-to-date report 
on the need for off-street parking facilities. 


Our community is favored with the many 
industrial, educational and. governmental 
institutions that encourage continued ex- 
pansion and growth, and the demand for 
public services will increase. 


I extend to the retiring aldermen, with 
whom I have counselled for many years, my 
deep appreciation for their good public 
endeavor. I also extend to the members of 
the various boards and commissions a word 
of appreciation for their good public en- 
deavor and to the press and radio a word 
of appreciation for keeping the public well 
informed about Council activity and public 
matters. I extend to the new Council my 
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wholehearted support and co-operation in 
collectively meeting the challenge of this 
year’s public endeavor.

Gentlemen : 


The Traffic Commission, at its meeting 
February 9, 1954, recommended for City 
Council’s consideration the following pro- 
jects. Some of these projects could be 
accomplished immediately while others will 
take years to do. The Commission feels 
that with the rapid growth of the City 
and the increasing number of vehicles 
using the city streets, steps should be 
taken to try to keep ahead of or at least 
abreast with the problem. 


Many of these projects have been in- 
cluded in the Arterial Streets System as 
prepared by the City Plan Commission. 
The others seem to the Commission to be 
logical from a traffic standpoint. 


These projects are: 
Cedar Larch One-Way 


This is a project that should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible, You will re- 
call that present plans cail for the exten- 
sion of Cedar Street one biock north to 
Liberty Street and a connection of Cedar 
with US-27 and M-78 just north of Main 
Street. Cedar Street would operate one- 
way southbound and Larch Street one-way 
northbound between these two points. 


Long range plans call for an underpass 
at Larch Street and the C&O RR just 
west of present Larch Street at the Motor 
Wheel. Cedar Street would be extended 
north to this point. This underpass should 
be completed before the Straits Bridge is 
opened in 1957. 


This is in the Arterial Streets System. 


E, Kalamazoo-Prospect 


Prospect Street should be extended 
through from Allen to Clemens, This 
would permit operation of Prospect and 
Kalamazoo as one-way streets between 
Eighth Street and the Red Cedar River. 
Prospect would be westbound and Kala- 
mazoo for eastbound traffic. 


This is not in the Arterial Streets Sys- 
tem, but seems logical from a traffic stand- 
point. 


Grand Avenue Extension 

The extension of Grand Avenue from 
Saginaw to Grand River is desirable for 
several reasons. 

This is not in the Arterial Streets 
System, but is advocated by the North 
Side Commercial Club. 

Sheridan 


Sheridan Street should be extended west 
to Cedar Street from Larch Street. This 
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will be necessary in connection with the 
Cedar-Larch one-way operation. 


This is in the Arterial Streets System. 


E. Main Street Extension 


The East Main Street extension project 
should be pushed vigorously. This would 
aid the east-west movement of traffic 
considerably. 


This is in the Arterial Streets System. 


The following projects would entail the 
expenditure of large sums of money but 
would solve traffic problems for many 
years. Delays due to congestion are ex- 
pensive. If it were possible to accurately 
figure the exact cost of delays the sum 
would be considerable. In New York City 
it is estimated that congestions costs are 
one billion dollars per year. In other 
words, lack of adequate facilities for mov- 
ing traffic actually costs the taxpayers 
more over a period of years, through de- 
lays and increased cost of vehicle opera- 
tion, than the cost of adequate facilities 
for the safe and efficient movement of 
traffic. 


Jerome-Ottawa and Allegan-Eureka 


Jerome Street should be extended through 
from Fairview to a connection with the 
boulevard on Michigan Avenue. This would 
be operated for westbound traffic with a 
bridge to carry traffic over the railroad 
tracks, Larch Street, Cedar Street and 
the Grand River to connect with Ottawa 
Street. Local traffic would use Michigan 
Avenue. 


Eureka Street should be extended east 
from Lathrop Street to a connection with 
the boulevard on Michigan Avenue. This 
would be operated for eastbound traffic 
with a bridge at the foot of Allegan Street 
to carry traffic over the Grand River, 
Cedar Street, Larch Street and the railroad 
tracks. Local traffic would use Michigan 
Avenue, 


This is in the Arterial Street System. 


The Michigan Avenue Bridge is aging. 
Some of these days it will have to be 
elosed for repairs. When this happens, 
we are in trouble. 


Jenison-Middle-Pattengill/Boston Bridge 


Logan Street Bridge is 25 years old. 
If this bridge had to be closed for any 
reason, traffic movement to and from the 
south would be seriously affected. You 
will note that there is a_ possibility of 
connecting Jenison and Middle and by 
bridging the GTW RR and the Grand River 
connecting with Pattengill/Boston. Here 
again another bridge is necessary and 
desirable. This is not in the arterial street 
plan.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Bradshaw, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to Committee 
on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to provide for the creation 
of a Personnel Department and to pre- 
scribe the powers and duties thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Organization of Personnel 
Department. There is hereby established 
a Personnel Department, the head of 
which shall be the city personnel director. 
The personnel director shall be appointed 
by the Mayor with the consent of the City 
Council and shall hold his office at the 
pleasure of the Mayor or until his successor 
is appointed and has qualified, unless re- 
moved in accordance with the provisions 
of the Charter of the City of Lansing. The 
personnel director shall be chosen solely 
on the basis of his executive and adminis- 
trative qualifications with special refer- 
ence to his training and actual experience 
in personnel administration and manage- 
ment. No member of the City Council 
shall be eligible for appointment as Per- 
sonnel Director until two (2) years subse- 
quent to the termination of his service 
on the City Council. 


Section 2. The personnel director shall 
establish a comprehensive personnel pro- 
gram for all city employees of the various

city departments, boards, commissions and 
other agencies which derive their support 
from public funds and whose budget is 
annually approved and appropriated by 
the City Council. 


Section 8. The personnel director shall 
prepare and issue, subject to the approval 
of the City Council, a personnel manual 
which shall cover the following phases of 
the personnel program. 


(a) Preparation, installation and mainte- 
nance of a classification plan based upon 
a study of the duties and responsibilities 
of all positions in the city. This classifica- 
tion plan will consist of a grouping of 
the classes of all those positions in the 
city which are sufficiently alike in duties 
and responsibilities to be called by the 
same descriptive title, to be accorded the 
same pay scale, and to require substantially 
the same qualifications on the part of the 
employee. 


(b) Establishment of procedures govern- 
ing application for employment. 


(c) Public announcement of vacancies. 


(d) Establishment of a pay plan for 
all city employees which will provide for 
pay increases based upon service and 
merit. 


(e) Standardication of hours of work. 
(f) Attendance and leave regulations. 


(g) Establishment, installation and 
maintenance of a system of efficiency rat- 
ings covering the performance of em- 
ployees. 


(h) Establishment, installation and 
maintenance of a program of training 
courses for city employees. 


(i). Preparation, installation and main- 
tenance of records and forms. 5 & 


(j) Certification of pay rolls, 


Section 3. All city departments, boards, 
commissions, agencies, officers and em- 
ployees are directed to render whatever 
assistance and information to the Personnel 
Director as he may request and to cooper- 
ate with him in the performance of his 
duties. 


Section 4. The personnel director may 
appoint such employees as he may deem 
necessary for such services as may be 
required. The expenditures of the Personnel 
Department shall be within the amount 
appropriated for the purpose by the council 
which shall provide the funds, equipment 
and accommodations necessary for meeting 
the expense of effectually administering 
this personnel program. 


Section 5. Should any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared unconstitutional or invalid for 
any reason, the remaining portions of this 
ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 
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Section 6. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 7. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall,- upon 
conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be subject to a 
fine not exceeding $100.00 or to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding 90 days, 
or to both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court.

Gentlemen: 


This quarterly report on flyash cordi- 
tions south of the Lansing Drop Forge 
Plant is presented for your perusal. 


At 7:30 the morning of February the 
4th, the new snow stopped and with a 
15 mile wind blowing from the N, NW, N, 
an accurate count of flyash was made by 
eleven o’clock. The density at this time 
was ten particles per square inch in two 
and three-fourths hours. We could not 
consider this amount to be in violation of 
the ordinance. 
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On February the sixth a new check in 
this area gave about the same results as 
we obtained on the fourth. 


A new snowfall on the 11th gave us an 
opportunity to study the area on the 12th. 
The wind was N. NE, N. Flyash particles 
were in evidence and over a four hour 
period of time reached the density of 100 
particles per square inch in spots with an 
average of 50 particles per square inch 
over all the three block area, These parti- 
cles ranged in size from .005 to .00010 
inches; or half the size of a pin point 
to less than the size of the pin point. 


One spoonful of these particles could 
be scattered over an area equal in size 
to this Council seating space and would 
erunch under foot if walked upon; house- 
wives can see and sweep up these parti- 
eles; therefore in the amount mentioned 
some would consider a spoonful a nuisance. 
Sugar or salt on a floor causes the same 
nuisance if walked upon. 


Two years ago housewives swept off 
porches in this area and obtained several 
eupsful with each sweeping; under the 
circumstances and with reservations we 
believe the situation in the area is not 
subject to much more improvement; at 
the present time the Company officials are 
cooperating with us to keep the flyash 
down; until such time as this plant is 
removed from the location, we can expect 
some filyash in the area. We seldom get 
complaints from citizens in the area; 
apparently they are willing to accept small 
amounts of flyash from time to time as 
long as the amounts are comparable to 
the findings we have made recently.

Gentlemen : 


I was directed, by resolution, to report 
back to the Council as to what can be 
done to have railroads cease switching at 
the peak hours of traffic. 


Our Ordinance No. 8, as amended, pro- 
vides: Section 1. ‘That no engine, car, 
or train of cars * * * be left standing 
upon the track or sidings of such railway 
at any street crossing, so as to obstruct 
the same for a longer space of time than 
five minutes.” 


An Owosso Ordinance, very similar in 
verbiage was before our court in City of 
Owosso vs. Michigan Central Railroad, 183 
Mich. 688 back in 1915. Such ordinance 
was not attacked as being unconstitutional, 
but was ‘an action in assumpsit to recover 
the penalty provided therein. The case was 
upheld by our court, and since I have 
found nothing in Michigan to the contrary, 
I think that, if we have a case where the 
testimony is clear that street crossings are 
obstructed for longer than 5 minutes, we 
can proceed to the enforcement of the 
ordinance by the issuance of a summons. 
It should not be difficult to obtain ample 
evidence of violation by blocking the cross- 
ing for more than five minutes. However, 
it would be necessary for witnesses to 
accurately time the periods of such block- 
ing and be in a position to testify in court. 


If I am brought the evidence, I will be 
glad to proceed under the ordinance.

The purpose of an ordinance which I 
have in mind would be to require each 
and every’ person, firm or corporation 
about to, or now engaged in business in 
the City of Lansing, be required to obtain 
a license for this privilege. 


In obtaining such a license, certain in- 
formation would be necessary, such as 
previous business, occupation, location, ete. 
This license would be renewable each year. 
The issuance of these would not be for 
revenue purpose, but to serve as a check 
or control for payment of Personal taxes. 


Another ordinance which would be of 
considerable help in collection of Personal 
Taxes would contain some of the following 
provisions: 


That no person, firm, or corporation 
shall move or cause to be moved any 
stock of goods, merchandise, machin- 
ery, fixtures from a store, factory or 
business house without first obtaining 
a permit from the Police department. 


The Police department will, before 
issuing such permit, check with the 
City Treasurer’s office as to the Per- 
sonal taxes which may be due, or upon 
which an assessment has been made. 
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Lansing is growing fast into a large 
city, and business firms and operators of 
small concerns come and go throughout 
a twelve-month period in a very sizeable 
number, an ordinance of this nature would 
be of great value.

Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known as Ordimance 
No. 116 of the compilation of Ordinances of 1940 and all other Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing regulating traffic upon the streets of said City.”

MARCH 22, 1954 COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 187 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Article XIII and Schedule VII, adopted pursuant to Section 2 of Article X7II 
of Ordinance No. 300 entitled, “An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets and 
alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for a traffic division within the police department, 
providing for the control, management and operation of parking lots under lease or owner- 
ship by the City, providing for licensing and regulation of bicycles within the City of 
Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 128, as amended, of the Ordinances of the City of Larsing, 
Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known as Ordinance No. 116 of the compilation of Ordi- 
nances of 1940 and all other Ordinances of the City of Lansing regulating traffic upon 
the streets of said City,” are hereby amended to read as follows: 


ARTICLE XIII 
Method of Parking 


Sec. 1. Standing or parking close to curb.—No person shall stand or park a vehicle in a 
roadway other than parallel with the edge of the roadway headed in the direction of lawful 
traffic movement and with the front and rear wheels of the vehicle within twelve (12) 
inches of the curb or edge of the roadway except as otherwise provided in this article. 


Sec, 2. Signs or markings indicating angle parking.—(a) The city council shall determine 
‘upon what streets angle parking shall be permitted and the Traffic Commission shall mark 
or sign such streets. 


(b) Angle parking shall not be permitted at any place where passing traffic would 
thereby be caused or required to drive upon the left side of street. © 


Sec. 3. Obedience to angle-parking signs or markings.—Upon those streets which have 
been signed or marked by the city traffic engineer for angle parking, no person shall park 
or stand a vehicle other than at the angle to the curb or edge of the roadway indicated 
by such signs or markings, 


Sec. 4. Lights on parked vehicles.—(a) Whenever a vehicle is parked or stopped on a 
* street during the times between one-half hour after sunset and one-half hour before sun- 
rise or any other time when there is not sufficient light to render clearly discernible any 
vehicle on the street from a distance of 500 feet, there shall be displayed upon such vehicle 
one or more lamps, one of which shall be on the roadway side and project a white light 
visible under normal atmospheric conditions from a distance of 500 feet to the frant of 
such vehicle and one of which lamps shall project a red light visible under like conditions 
from a distance of 500 feet to the rear, except that such parking light or lights need not 
be displayed upon any vehicle stopped or parked in accordance with other provisions of 
this ordinance upon any street designated by the city council where there is sufficient light 
to reveal any person within a distance of 500 feet upon such street. 


(b) Any lighted headlamps upon a parked vehicle shall be depressed or dimmed.

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CIVIC AUDITORIUM COMMISSION 


An Ordinance to provide for the opera- 
tion of the Civic Auditorium and any and 
all buildings erected by the City of Lan- 
sing within an area bounded on the west 
by Pine Street, on the north by Allegan 
Street, on the east by Walnut Street and 
on the south by Washtenaw Street, to 
create a Civic Auditorium Comission, 
and: to prescribe the powers and duties of 
such Commission and other City officers 
with respect to the operation of said Civic 
Auditorium. 


The People of the City of Lansing do 
Ordain: 


Section 1, That the Civic Auditorium 
and all buildings erected upon an area 
bounded on the west by Pine Street, on 
the north by Allegan Street, on the east 
by Walnut Street and on the south by 
Washtenaw Street, shall be managed, sub- 
ject at all times to the supervision of the 
City Council, by a Commission to be known 
as the Civic Auditorium Commission, which 
Commission shall consist of eight (8) mem- 
bers, one to be appointed from each of 
the wards of the City. On the first Mon- 
day in May, 1954, or as soon thereafter as 
may be, the Mayor by and with the con- 
sent of the City Council shall appoint two 
(2) members of said Commission whose 
terms shall expire one year thereafter, 
two (2) members whose terms shall expire 
two years thereafter, two (2) members 
whose terms shall expire three years there- 
after and two (2) members whose ‘terms 
shall expire four years thereafter. Upon 
the expiration of. any term, the Mayor, by 
and with the consent of the City Council, 
shall appoint two members who shall hold 
their office for four years. Annually said 
Commission shall organize by selecting one 
of its members as Chairman, one vice- 
Chsirman and one as secretary. No mem- 
ber of said Commission shall receive any 
compensation for his or her services in 
connection therewith; provided, however, 
that the membership of said Commission 
shall at all times have three (3) members 
who are honorably discharged veterans of 
the wars in which the United States has 
been or hereafter may be engaged in, and 
one such member of said Commission shal] 
be a member in good standing of the Lan- 
sing Chamber of Commerce. 


Section 2. Subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance, said Civic Auditorium Com- 
mission shall have the custody and man- 
agement of the Civic Auditorium and any 
and all buildings located within the area 
described and all property and assets in- 
. tended to be used therewith; provided, 
that all monies received by said Com- 
mission or any employee of the City, from 
rental or from any other source, arising 
| out of the operation of said properties, shall 
be forthwith paid to the City Treasurer 
and a report thereof made and delivered 
to the City Comptroller. A separate ac- 
count of said funds shall be kept and 
the proceeds of the operation of said Civic 
Auditorium, or any other buildings and 
property described, shall be used exelu- 
sively for the purpose of maintaining and 
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operating the buildings thereon, the up- 
keep of the premises, and for the retire- 
ment of the bonds which may be issued 
for the construction of any buildings 
thereon. 


Section 3. Said Commission shall recom- 
mend to the City Council rental charges 
for the use of said buildings, the various 
rooms or parts thereof or of any portion 
of the area described, and the City Council 
shall, by resolution, determine and fix the 
amount of such rental charges. The City 
Council shall approve, by resolution, the 
form of contracts or lease to be used and 
the leasing or licensing of any part or 
portion of any building, or portion of the 
grounds thereof, The Commission shall 
have the power to control said Auditorium, 
buildings or properties, subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, to lease or license 
the same or any part thereof, at the charges 
or rentals fixed and approved by the City 
Council, and upon contracts or leases in 
the form approved by the City Council, 
and no such contracts or leases shall be 
made at less than the rental charges ap- 
proved by the City Council. Said Com- 
mission shall have the power to adopt, 
establish, amend or repeal rules and regu- 
lations for the conduct and management 
of said buildings or property in any manner 
not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 4. All items of expense of every 
kind and nature shall be certified by the 
Commission to the City Comptroller to be 
audited and paid, the approval of the City 
Council having been first had and obtained ; 
Provided, that said Commission shall keep 
a petty cash fund account of not to exceed 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, out of 
which incidental operating expense, requir- 
ing immediate payment, may be paid and 
a full account thereof shall be made at 
least monthly on or before the 10th day 
of the following month by the said Com- 
mission to the City Comptroller, 


Section 5, The Commission shall recom- 
mend to the City Council, the appointment 
of an Auditorium Manager, together with 
such assistants and employees as may be 
necessary for the economic and efficient 
service and management of said properties. 
The compensation of such manager, assist- 
ant manager and such other employees shall 
be fixed by the City Council. 


Section 6. The Commission shall pre 
pare and submit to the City Council, prior 
to the adoption of the municipal budget 
for the ensuing year, an itemized state- 
ment of the sums of money deemed neces- 
sary for its operation and the City Coun- 
cil, after an examination of such state- 
ment, and such other proceedings, as it 
shall see fit to follow, shall place in the 
budget, annually, such sum as shall be 
deemed necessary for the operation of the 
Civic Auditorium; Provided, however, that 
the City Council may from time to time 
provide such temporary funds for the pur- 
pose of said Commission as it deems neces- 
sary.

Dear Collins: 


You referred to me an ordinance of the 
City of Albany, New York, apparently in- 
tended to control claims arising out of 
defects in streets, sidewalks, etc., caused 
from their falling into disrepair. 
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I agree with you that, were we to adopt 
an ordinance of similar nature it would 
certainly curb filing of claims and at the 
same time allow us to repair defects before 
injuries resulted. However, I think we are 
controlled by Section 9.597 of the Michigan 
Statutes Annotated which provides as 
follows: 


“In the event any person shall sus- 
tain an injury either to his person or 
property upon any defective highway, 
street, bridge, sidewalk, crosswalk or 
culvert, because of the defective con- 
dition thereof as herein provided, it 
shall not be necessary before such per- 
son can recover damages therefor to 
show that any written notice was served 
upon the township, village or city or 
any officers thereof, of such defective 
condition before the injury took place, 
but in cases where a notice is neces- 
sary, in order to make such township, 
village or city liable, either actual or 
constructive notice shall be sufficient.” 


It is my belief, therefor, that the statute, 
having specifically said, “it shall not be 
necessary before such person can recover 
damages therefor to show that any written 
notice was served upon the City * * * of 
such defect before the injury took place” 
would be superior and controlling as against 
any ordinance to the contrary. According- 
ly, I cannot see how it would be helpful 
to us for I feel it is in conflict with this 
section and therefore void.

We have investigated the public dump 
at 802 Filley Street in Lansing Township 
adjacent to the city limits, which the City 
Council referred to this department and 
the Lansing Township Board on March 29.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinances were intro- 
duced by Ald, Lavey, read a first and 
second time by their titles and referred 
to Committee on Ordinances. 


Election Precincts 


An Ordinance to provide for the division 
of each of the several wards of the City 
of Lansing into election precincts and to 
repeal all other ordinances or sections of 
ordinances in conflict herewith. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1 


The First Ward of the City of Lansing 
shall be divided into five Election Precincts 
to be known as Election Precinct A, Elec- 
tion Precinct B, Election Precinct C, Elec- 
tion Precinct D, and Election Precinct E, 
described as follows: 


Election Precinct A of the First Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of said 
Ward described as follows: Commencing 
at the intersection of the Michigan Central 
Railroad right-of-way and David Street, 
west along the center line of David Street 
extended to the Grand River, thence south- 
easterly along the Grand River to the cen- 
ter line of East Grand River Avenue, 
thence east along the center line of East 
Grand River Avenue to the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad right-of-way, thence north- 
easterly along the Michigan Central Rail- 
road right-of-way to point of beginning.

Ordinance No. 38 of the compilation of 
ordinances for the vear 1928, as amended, 
and all other ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.

This ordinance being for the immediate 
preservation for the public peace, health 
or safety shall take effect upon its passage. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


An ordinance to amend Section 1 (b) 
of Article V of Ordinarice No. 279 entitled, 
“An ordinance to define the powers and 
duties of the sealer of weights and mea- 
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sures of the City of Lansing; to establish 
a testing and regulatory service on com- 
mercial weighing and measuring devices ; 
to provide a check on the correctness of 
commercial transactions involving weights 
and measures and for other related pur- 
poses, to be known as the weights and 
measures ordinances.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 1 (b) of Article V of 
Ordinance No. 279 entitled, “An ordinance 
to define the powers and duties of the 
sealer of weights and measures of the 
City of Lansing; to establish a testing 
and regulatory service on commercial 
weighing and measuring devices ; to provide 
a check on the correctnelss of commercial 
transactions involving weights and meas- 
ures and for other related purposes, to be 
known as the weights and measures ordi- 
ea is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


ARTICLE V. 


Special Provisions for the Manufacture 
and Sale of Bread 


. SECTION 1. All bread sold or offered 
for sale by retail food outlets to the con- 
umers shall be standardized 12 ounce, 16 
ounce, 20 ounce, 24 ounce, and 32 ounce 
loaves, and the wrapper of each loaf shall 
be conspicuously marked indicating the 
weight of the loaf contained therein, and 
shall conform to the following pan sizes: 


(a) The following provisions shall ap- 
ply to loaves of bread baked in uncovered 
pans: 


1. The 12 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 8 inches 
in.length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


2. The 16 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 10 inches 
in length at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


3. The 20 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 1214 inches 
in length at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


4, The 24 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shal] not exceed 15 inches 
in length at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


5. The 32 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 16 inches 
in length at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


Provided, however, that loaves of bread 
may be baked in pans of differing widths 
from those set forth above if the pan 
contents shall not exceed 6.25 cubic inches 
per ounce of dough used. 


(b) The following provisions shall apply 
to loaves of bread baked in covered pans: 
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1..The 16 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 10 inches 
in length at the top and 4. inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


2. THE 24 OUNCE LOAF SHALL BE 
BAKED IN A PAN WHICH SHALL 
NOT EXCEED 15 INCHES IN LENGTH 
AT THE TOP AND 4 INCHES IN 
WIDTH AT THE TOP, INSIDE 
MEASUREMENTS. 


3. The 32 ounce loaf shaJl be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 16 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


4. The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply only to white bread baked in pans. 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
not apply to bread sold to restaurants, 
hotels, or other types of eating estab- 
lishments or other places where bread 
is not offered for retail sale. 


Provided, further, that a variation or 
tolerance of one ounce in excess or one 
ounce in deficiency for the weights pro- 
vided for in this act be allowed. The 
weights herein specified shall be construed 
to mean net weight, at any time within 
eight hours after the same shall have been 
sold or offered for sale, and provided fur- 
ther, that when any allowance in the 
weight shall be claimed on account of any 
bread having been sold or offered for sale 
more than eight hours as aforesaid, the 
burden of proof in respect thereto shall 
be upon the person, firm or corporation 
charged with offending this Ordinance. 


SECTION 2. The provisions of this Ord- 
inance shall not apply to rolls, buns, bis- 
cuits, crackers and similar articles weighing 
less than four ounces, avoirdupois each, 
nor to stale bread; provided, that such 
bread be conspicucusly labeled ‘Stale 
Bread” and sold as and for stale bread. 
Provided, further, that the condition of 
this Ordinance shall not apply to bread 
made for export purposes sold and de- 
livered outside the limits of the City of 
Lansing. 


SECTION 38. The enforcement of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall be under 
the supervision of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, of the City of Lansing, who 
shall act in conjunction and with the 
Police Department of the City of Lansing 
in the enforcement of the same.

The Committees on WAYS AND MEANS and SALARIES, to whom was referred the 


matter of the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal year 1954-55, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith our recommended budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1954 
and ending April 30, 1955. 


Total appropriations amount to $7,597,150.56, which is up $214,157.87 above last year, 
and from this total is deducted $3,808,411.67 of estimated revenues from sources other than 
the property tax, leaving a net total to be raised by taxation of $3,788,738.89. This is an 
increase in the tax levy of $113,965.41, but due to the increase in assessed valuation it 
will not increase the tax rate above last year’s rate of $18.70 per thousand. Revenues 
from sources other than the property tax are estimated at $100,191.96 above last year. 


A general 2% wage and salary increase is provided for in the budget, the total cost of 
which including merit increases amounts to $109,500.00 of which approximately $58,800.00 
is for Police and Fire and $50,700.00 for general city employees. This total of $109,500.00 
is exclusive of pension costs. 


This budget provides for twenty additional men for the Fire Department beginning 
Nov. 1, 1954, and four additional men for the Police Department. This will give the 
Fire Department a total of 203 men and the Police Department a total of 149 including 
4 female civilian employees. The cost of providing these 24 men amounts to $66,622.27 
including uniform allowance and pension cost. 


In Council Contingent Fund there is $50,000.00 appropriated for city share of cost of 
a swimming pool at Sexton High School provided that the Board of Education is ready 
to start construction during this fiscal year. The Board of Park and Cemetery Commis- 
sioners are authorized to spend $50,000.00 toward the Thomas Street school pool out of 
improvement fund balances on hand, These proposed swimming pools will be open to the 
public during the summer months the same as the Moores Park pool. This budget includes 
over $2,100,000.00 in improvement, new equipment and improvement reserve appropriations. 
Major improvement items included in this budget are $783,000.00 for street improvements, 
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$273,500.00 for sewer construction, $653,500.00 for City Hall Building Fund and $136,500.00 
for park and recreation improvements. 


Included in the $783,000.00 for street improvements is an item of $150,000.00 for street 
openings to provide money toward the opening of Grand Avenue North from Saginaw 
Street and Main Street east.

Gentlemen : 


With the proposed modernization of the 
downtown traffic signal system on Wash- 
ington Avenue we have set up a uniform 
pattern of traffic signal pole locations. 
This pattern places a pole on the north- 
west and southeast corners with the poles 
to be set back on the cross streets. 


On three of these corners we have run 
into pole setting problems due to basements 
extending to curb lines. At two of these 
corners we have made arrangements to 
attach to the buildings—Tussing Building 
and American State Bank Building—elim- 
inating the need to disturb their base- 
ments. However, on Arbaugh’s corner they 
have indicated a preference for a pole in 
the basement rather than at attachment 
to their building. 


The City Clerk’s office checking back 
to 1879 finds no agreement between the 
City and the property owner for the use 
of this City property for basement space. 
We, frankly, do not know how to proceed 
in this matter and request that this situa- 
tion be clarified so that we can go ahead 
with plans to install this pole and the 
necessary hand hole at this location.

Section 8 (zg) of ARTICLE 
XXI of Ordinance No. 300 entitled, “An 
Ordinance regulating traffic upon the pub- 
lic streets and alleys of the City of Lan- 
sing, providing for a traffic division within 
the police department, providing for the 
control, management and operation of 
parking lots under lease or ownership by 
the City, providing for licensing and regu- 
lation of bicycles within the City of Lan- 
sing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as 
amended, of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also 
known as Ordinance No. 116 of the com- 
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pilation of Ordinances of 1940 and all 
other Ordinances of the City of Lansing 
regulating traffic upon the streets of said 
City,” is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


_ Sec. 8. Restrictions as to Use of Certain 
Commercial Vehicles on Posted Streets. 
(a) No delivery or pick-up of freight shall 
be made, on the street, in the area bounded 
on the west by the west line of Capitol 
Avenue, on the south by the south line of 
Lenawee Street, on the east by the Grand 
River and on the north by the north line 
of Genesee Street, by any truck and trailer 
combination units, . between 11:00 A.M. 
and 6:00 P.M. of any day, from Monday 
to Friday, inclusive, 


(b) There shall be no delivery or pick- 
up of freight, except dairy products, on 
the street, in the area described in para- 
graph (a), between the hours of 10:00 
A.M. and 1:00 P.M. on Saturdays, by any 
truck exceeding a license weight of 6500 
pounds, Delivery of any other perishable 
products may be made if a permit is first 
obtained from the Police Department. 


(c) Trucks, truck tractors, - trailers, 
semi-trailers, pole trailers or any other 
combination thereof, shall leave the nearest 
truck route at the point nearest the desti- 
nation, and shall return to the truck 
route by the same route. 


(d)} No detached trailers shall be parked 
in any street or alley. 


(e) No truck of more than thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be parked in any street 
or alley for. more than one hour. 


(f) No vehicle shall project more than 
twenty (20) feet from the curb when 
parked. 


(g) Trash trucks will not be permitted 
in the area described in paragraph (a) on 
Saturdays EXCEPT BETWEEN THE 
HOURS OF 4:00 P.M. AND 6:30 P.M. 
and between the hours of 3:00 P.M. and 
6:00 P.M. Monday through Friday.

The two trucks in service with the Fire 
Alarm Division of the Fire Department 
should be replaced. One of these trucks 
is. a Reo panel specially equipped truck 
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that was purchased in 1940. This truck 
was rebuilt over two years ago, but -due 
to its age and condition, maintaining it 
has become unfeasible. 'The cost to replace 
this truck with a suitable line truck con- 
forming to fire department specifications is 
$5,793.40, 


The other truck is a Ford % ton truck 
with a special body. This truck is not 
suitable for this type of service, and is 
in very poor condition. The cost for a 
new truck, constructed to fire department 
specifications and suitable for this type 
of work is $3,850.10. 


Funds were requested in the 1954-1955 
budget proposal for the purchase of two 
new fully equipped trucks to replace the 
trucks now in service in this division. 
The appropriation was cut in half, leaving 
a total of $4.807.50 necessary to complete 
this replacement. 


The Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners recommends that $4,807.50 be trans- 
ferred from the 1953-1954 Police Depart- 
ment budget to the 1953-1954 Fire Depart- 
ment budget so that both of these new 
specially constructed trucks may be pur- 
chased for the Fire Alarm Division.

The Committees on WAYS & MEANS 
and SALARIES, te whom was referred the 
matter of the City of Lansing budget for 
the fiscal year 1954-55, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith our recommended 
budget for the fiscal year beginning May 
1, 1954, and ending April 30, 1955. 


Total appropriations amount to $7,597,- 
150.56, which is up $214,157.37 above last 
year, and from this total is deducted 
$3,808,411.67 of estimated revenues from 
source other than the property tax, leav- 
ing a net total to be raised by taxation 
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of $3,788,738.89. This is an increase in 
the tax levy of $113,965.41, but due to 
the increase in assessed valuation it will 
not increase the tax rate above last year’s 
rate of $18.70 per thousand. Revenues 
from sources other than the property tax 
are estimated at $100,191.96 above last 
year. 


A general 2% wage and salary increase 
is provided for in the budget, the total 
eost of which including merit increases, 
amounts to $109,500.00 of which approxi- 
mately $58,800.00 is for Police and Fire 
and $50,700.00 for general city employees. 
This total of $109,500.00 is exclusive of 
pension costs. 


This budget provides for twenty addi- 


tional men for the Fire Department be- 
ginning Nov. 1, 1954, and four additional 
men for the Police Department. This will 
give the Fire Department a total of 203 
men and the Police Department at total 
of 149 including 4 female civilian employees. 
The cost of providing these 24 men amounts 
to $66,622.27 including uniform allowance 
and pension cost. 


In Council Contingent Fund there is 
$50,000.00 appropriated for city share of 
cost of a swimming pool at Sexton High 
School provided that the Board of Educa- 
tion is ready to start construction during 
this fiscal year. The Board of Park and 
Cemetery Commisioners are authorized to 
spend $50,000.00 toward the Thomas Street 
school pool out of improvement fund bal- 
ances on hand. These proposed swimming 
pools will be open to the public during the 
summer months the same as the Moores 
Park pool. This budget includes over 
$2,100,000.00 in improvement, new equip- 
ment and improvement reserve appropria- 
tions. Major improvement items included 
in this budget are $783,000.00 for street 
improvements, $273,500.00 for sewer con- 
struction, $653,000.00 for City Hall Build- 
ing Fund and $136,500.00 for park and 
recreation improvements. 


Included in the $783,000.00 for street 
improvements is an item of $150,000.00 for 
street openings to provide money toward 
the opening of Grand Avenue north from 
Saginaw Street and Main Street east.

The premium of 8 cents 
per hour is to be added to the total wages 
and does not increase the pay rate and 
is not to be construed to apply to an 
overtime rate. 


All hourly and weekly employees who

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If an employee is required to work by 
his supervisor on a Sunday (except when 
Sunday is part of the employee's regular 
work week), he shall be paid at the rate 
of double time for such hours worked, 
providing the employee has not lost time 
during the pay week through no fault of 
his own.

4, Seniority: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a 
Jeave of absence from their positions, and 
upon their Honorable Discharge and if 
physically fit to perform the duties of the 
position which they held upon entering 
the service, shall be reinstated to such 
position or one comparable to it without 
loss of seniority rights, provided, that 
application be made within 90 days after 
such discharge.

Any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and who is not re-employed by 
the City within one year, shall forfeit 
all accumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the prefer- 
ence of jobs when qualified in order of 
seniority, qualifications to be determined 
by the foreman and department head. 


(gz) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on the 
bulletin boards of the respective depart- 
ments by the department head. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off.

6. Report Pay: Any person requested 
to report for work with no work available

7. Sick Leave: Employees with 6 months 
service or less--no sick leave; Employees 
with over 6 months and up to 2 years 
of service—2 weeks @ $36.00 per week 
after third day of illness per year.

Employees with over 5 years and up 
to 10 years service—4 weeks @ $36.00 per 
week after third day of illness per year.

—5 weeks @ $36.00 per week after third 
day of illness per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to 
exceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 614 years plus sick 
leave for current year. Maximum in any 
ease not to exceed 18 weeks (90 working 
days). 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
eases must be accompanied by a _ physi- 
cian’s certificate or other satisfactory evi- 
dence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first three days of disability until the 
employee has been disabled for 14 con- 
secutive working days in which case sick 
leave shall start from the first day of 
disability. Garbage employees shall be 
paid Workmen’s Compensation from the 
time of the injury until released by the 
doctor.

No sick leave pay to be granted in 
compensable accident cases where em- 
ployees receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. Wages and Hours: All questions con- 
cerning wages and hours shall be discussed 
with the Labor Relations Committee whose 
duty it is to discuss such matters with the 
Salary and Ways & Means Committee of 
the City Council and it shall be the duty 
of the Salary and Ways & Means Com- 
mittee to bring the questions before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


A hearing date shall be established so 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the 
Council to discuss wages and hours for the 
fiscal year. Such hearing date shall be 
on or before the 2nd Thursday of January 
of each calendar year, said Labor Relations 
Committee of the Council shall also meet 
with the Employees’ Committee or their 
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representatives on or about the Ist Thurs- 
day in April to report results accomplished. 


9. Vacations: All regular full time City 
employees who are paid on an hourly or 
weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the 
following rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be allowed one week vacation with 
pay annually. Regular hourly rate employ- 
ees with from 3 to 12 years service shall 
be allowed two weeks vacation with pay 
annually. Employees with more than 12 
years service shall be allowed three weeks 
vacation with pay annually. All vacations 
must be accrued and earned in accordance 
with the above schedule. 


Hourly rate employees shall be paid dur- 
ing said vacation period on the basis of 
the normal work week for the job or 
elass of work on which they are regularly 
employed and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees with less than 
12 years of service shall be entitled to 
two calendar weeks vacation with pay per 
year if accrued and earned which shall 
be predicated upon one day vacation for 
each four and one-third weeks employed, 
but not to exceed two calendar weeks per 
year. 


Weekly employees with 12 years or more 
service shall be allowed three weeks vaca- 
tion with pay per year if accrued and 
earned which shall be predicated upon 
one day vacation for each three and one- 
half weeks employed, but not to exceed 
three calendar weeks per year. 


They shall be paid on the basis of their 
normal work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(ec) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five, eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) Unused vacation time may be ac- 
cumulated not to exceed four weeks and 
on termination of employment an employee 
shall be compensated for any usused vaca- 
tion time. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
ealendar year 1954 the accrual of time of 
the employee shall begin on May 1, 1953.

From information provided by Landel 
Metropolitan Commission and the Board 
of Water and Light, and hereto attached, it 
is evident that: (1) Of the 4095 Landel 
customers, 1956 are within the limits of the 
City of Lansing; (2) The average cost 
of softened water to Landel customers is 
2.2 times the cost to Lansing’s customers; 
and for unsoftened water 1.96 times the 
cost to Lansing customers; (3) The aver- 
age cost of sewage treatment (including 
cost of construction and maintenance of 
the sewer system) to Landel’s customers 
is 2.9 times the cost of sewage treatment 
to City of Lansing customers. 


Because of the nature of the area served 
by Landel and the method of financing the 
improvements there is no reason to expect 
any decrease in the cost of Landel service 
for many years. 


In view of the above facts, your com- 
mittee begs leave to suggest the following 
as possible solutions: 


1. Set up a procedure whereby the City 
of Lansing would pay to Landel the 
difference between Landel charges and 
computed City rates for service rendered 
by Landel within the City Limits. The 
minimum annual cost to the City is 
estimated to be $58,380.00. This amount 
would increase as customers used larger 
quantities of cheaper water and as new 
eustomers were added. Furthermore, 
any increase in Landel rates would have 
to be absorbed by the City. 


2. Acquire the assets of Landel, move to 
dissolve the Landel District and oper- 
ate the same as a part of the City 
System. This method is without doubt 
the most desirable solution. 


8. To investigate the possibilities of ac- 
quiring all Landel facilities within the 
City Limits. 


Your committee makes the above report 
with the knowledge that any decision that 
is made by the City Council involves a 
great amount of work and further investi- 
gation and inasmuch as certain amounts 
of information have already been acquired 
in our investigation, the committee stands 
ready and willing to assist the City Coun- 
cil in any course it may desire to pursue.

Your Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commissioners, which was requested to 
submit its recommendations regarding 
Landel Metropolitan District, recommends 
that the Landel Water System be acquired 
by the City of Lansing if Landel is will- 
ing to sell at a reasonable price and if 
ae. legal and financial arrangements per- 
mit. 


The Landel Water System could be inte- 
grated with the Lansing Water System, 
but in order to furnish the same kind of 
softened water at lower rates than Landel 
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now enjoys and to provide for further 
growth in the Landel Area, it will be 
necessary to borrow money to meet this 
growth and it will be necessary to raise 
the water rates to Lansing consumers. 


As the City grows and it becomes neces- 
sary to add wells farther removed from 
the Water Conditioning Plant, it becomes 
increasingly expensive to add to the source 
of water supply. 


Pumpage, transmission and distribution 
costs increase as the City expands. It is 
estimated that revenue from water would 
have to be increased about 17% above 
the amount Lansing’s present rates would 
produce in order to meet bond and in- 
creased operating costs. 


About one-half of the present Landel 
customers now live inside the City of 
Lansing. As Lansing continues to grow, 
much of the growth will have to be in 
territory served by Landel. 


It would seem that the Lansing water 
supply system should serye all Lansing 
citizens,

Sec, 4 of Article XIV; Schedule III, adopted pursuant to Sec. 3 of Article XVI; Schedule IV 
adopted pursuant to Sec. 4 of Article XVI; Schedule V, adopted pursuant to Sec. 5 of 
Article XVI; Schedule VI, adopted pursuant to Sec. 6 of Article XVI of an ordinance 
entitled, “An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets and alleys of the City of 
Lansing, providing for a traffic division within the police department, providing for the 
control, management, and operation of parking lots under lease or ownerhip by the City, 
providing for licensing and regulation of bicycles within the City of Lansing, repealing 
Ordinance No. 123, as amended, of the ordinances of the City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 
167 and 265, also known as Ordinance No. 116 of the compilation of ordinances of 1940, 
and at other ordinances of the City of Lansing regulating traffic upon the streets of 
said City.’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Schedule II, adopted pursuant to Sec. 1 of Article VIII; sub-section (a) of 
Sec. 12 of Article IX; Sec. 4 of Article XIV; Schedule III, adopted pursuant to Sec. 3 of 
Article XVI; Schedule IV, adopted pursuant to Sec. 4 of Article XVI; Schedule V, adopted 
pursuant to Sec. 5 of Article XVI; Schedule VI adopted pursuant to Sec. 6 of Article XVI 
of an ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets and 
alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for a traffic division within the police department, 
providing for the control, management and operation of parking lots under lease or owner- 
ship by the City, providing for licensing and regulation of bicycles within the City of 
Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as amended, of the ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Ordinances $5, 167 and 265, also known as Ordinance No. 116 of the compilation 
of ordinances of 1940, and all other ordinances of the City of Lansing regulating traffic 
upon the streets of said City,” are hereby amended and a new sub-section added to stand 
as sub-section (b) of Sec. 2 of Article IX. 


SCHEDULE II. 
Section 1. Through Streets—In accordance with the provisions of Section (1), Article 
VIII and when signs are erected giving notice thereof drivers of vehicles shall stop at every 
intersection before entering any of the following streets or parts of streets:

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Baker Street from Washington Avenue to Pennyslvania Avenue. 
Barnes Avenue from Washington Avenue to Boston Blvd. 

Capitol Avenue from Main Street to Grand River Avenue, 
Cavanaugh Road from Cedar Street to Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Cherry Street from Main Street to Kalamazoo Street. 

Cleo Street from Saginaw Street to Willow Street. 

Elm Street from Washington Avenue to Cedar Street. 

Gier Street from East Street to N. High Street. 

Grand Avenue from Saginaw Street to Main Street. 

Grand River Avenue west from Seymour Street to Pine Street. 


Hazel Street from Cedar Street to Pennsylvania Avenue. 

High Street from Grand River Avenue to the East City Limits. 

Holmes Road from Washington Avenue to Parkview Avenue. 

Jenison Avenue from St. Joseph Street to Willow Street, except at Kalamazoo Street. 


Tonia Street from Jenison Avenue to Wahington Avenue, except at Logan Street, Pine 
Street, Walnut Street. 


Jerome Street from Hosmer Street to Fairview Avenue. 
Kalamazoo Street from Everett Drive to the East City Limits. 
Logan Street from Main Street to Willow Street. 

Lyons Avenue from Mt. Hope Avenue to Hamilton Avenue. 
Main Street from Cedar Street to Shepard Street. 

Michigan Avenue from Capito] Avenue to Larch Street. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE FROM LOGAN STREET TO weer CITY LIMITS, EXCEPT 
AT JENISON AVENUE. 


Mount Hope Avenue from the West City Limits to the East City Limits. 
North Street from Grand River Avenue to Indiana Avenue except at Turner Street. 
Olds Avenue from Townsend Street to the West City Limits. 
Ottawa Street from Capitol Avenue to Verlinden Avenue except at Jenison Avenue. 
Pennsylvania Avenue from Grand River Avenue to the South City Limits. 
Pine Street from Olds Avenue to Grand River Avenue. 

" Rockford Road from Washington Avenue to Cedar Street. 
Seymour Avenue from Grand River Avenue to Shiawassee Street except at Saginaw Street. 
Sheridan Street from Pennsylvania Avenue to Grand River Avenue. 

" Shiawassee Street from Verlinden Avenue to Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Townsend Street from Kalamazoo Street to Olds Avenue. 


Turner Street from Grand River Avenue to the North City Limits except south on Turner 
Street at North Street, 


Verlinden Avenue from Saginaw Street to Michigan Avenue. 
Walnut Street from Grand River Avenue to Olds Avenue, except at Main Street. 
Washington Avenue from the South City Limits to Willow Street except at Saginaw Street. 


Washtenaw Street from Grand Avenue to McPherson Street, except at Wainut Street, 
‘Pine Street, Logan Street and Jenison Avenue. 


Willow Street from Grand River Avenue to the West City Limits. 
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Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 

The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word ‘‘Stop’”’ and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible 
from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street. 


STOP STREETS 

Sec. 2. In accordance with Sec. 3 of Article VIII the following intersections of streets 
are hereby designated at which the Traffic Commission may erect at one or more entrances 
thereto stop signs of the type and to have the effect of the stop signs: 

On Albert Street at both entrances to Cowles Street. 

On Beaver Street at both entrances to Center Street. 

On Birch Street at both entrances to St. Joseph Street. 

On Butler Blvd. at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Butler Blvd. at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 

On Chestnut Street at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On East Street at north entrance to McKinley Street. 

On Elizabeth Street at both entrances to Shepard Street. 

On East High Street at entrance to North High Street. 

On Forbes Street at both entrances to Inverness Avenue. 

On Tonia Street at Walnut Street. 

On Herbert Street at both entrances to Isbell Street. 

On Main Street at both entrances to Shepard Street. 

On Michigan Avenue at both entrances to Butler Boulevard. 

On Pine Street and Grand River Avenue at all entrances to the intersection. a 

On Saginaw Street east bound at Washington Avenue. 

On St. Joseph Street at both entrances to West Street. 

On Seymour Avenue at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Sycamore Street at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Sycamore Street at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 

On Townsend Street at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 

On Washtenaw Street at Walnut Street. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Miscellaneous Driving Rules 


Sec. 1. Following fire apparatus prohibited.—It shall be unlawful for the driver of any 
vehicle, other than one on official business, to follow closely any fire apparatus traveling in 
response to a fire alarm, or to drive into or stop any vehicle within the block where fire 
apparatus has stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 
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Sec. 2. Crossing fire hose.—No vehicle shall be driven over any unprotected hose of the 
fire department when laid down on any street, or private driveway to be used at any fire 
or alarm of fire without the consent of the fire department official in command. 


Sec. 8. Driving through funeral or other processiom.—No driver of a vehicle shall drive 
between the vehicles comprising a funeral] or other authorized procession while they are in 
motion and when such vehicles are conspicuously designated as required in this ordinance. 


Sec. 4, Drivers in a procession.—Each driver in a funeral or other procession shall drive 
as near to the right-hand edge of the roadway as practical and shall follow the vehicle 
ahead as close as is practicable and safe. 


Sec. 5. Funeral procession to be identified—AlIl motor vehicles forming a funeral pro- 
cession when going to any place of burial shall have the right-of-way over all other vehicles, 
except fire apparatus, ambulances and police patrol vehicles at any street intersection within 
this city; Provided, That each vehicle in such funeral procession shall have displayed on 
the front thereof a flag which shall be white in color and upon which shall be printed or 
stained a purple cross, or the Star of David. 





Sec. 6. When permits required for parades and processions.—No parade or procession of 
persons excepting the forces of the United States Army or Navy, the military forces of this 
state or the forces of the police and fire departments, shall occupy, march or proceed along 
any street in the City of Lansing until a permit therefor has been obtained from the chief of 
police or city council which permit may designate the routes of said parade or procession. 


Sec. 7. Vehicles shall not be driven on a sidewalk.—The driver of a vehicle shall not drive 
within any sidewalk area except at a permanent or temporary driveway, or park within 
said area. No vehicle shall be driven over or across the curb of any street. 


Sec. 8. Limitations on backing.—The driver of a vehicle shall not back the same unless 
ae movement can be made with reasonable safety and without interfering with other 
traffic. 


Sec, 9. Riding on motorcycles.—A person operating a motorcycle shall not ride other than 
upon the permanent and regular seat attached thereto or carry any other person nor shall 
any other person ride upon such motorcycle other than upon a firmly attached seat to the 
rear or side of the operator. 


Sec. 10. Clinging to moving vehicles—Any person riding upon any bicycle, motorcycle, 
coaster, sled, roller skates or any toy vehicle shal] not attach the same or himself to any 
moving vehicle upon any roadway. 


Sec. 11. Restricted access.—No person shall drive a vehicle onto or from any limited-access 
street except at such entrances and exits as are established by the city council. 


Sec, 12. Right-of-way at intersections.—(a) Simultaneous entrance—When 2 vehicles enter 
an intersection at approximately the same time, the driver of the vehicle on the left shall 
yield the right-of-way to the vehicle on the right except as otherwise provided in Art. VIII, 
Sec. 5, and sub-section (b) hereof. The driver of any vehicle traveling at an unlawful speed 
shall forfeit any right-of-way which he might otherwise have hereunder. 


(b) YIELD RIGHT-OF-WAY SIGNS.—WHERE AN AUTHORIZED TRAFFIC SIGN 
BEARING THE WORDS “YIELD RIGHT-OF-WAY” IS ERECTED AT OR NEAR AN 
INTERSECTION. THE DRIVER OF EVERY VEHICLE APPROACHING SUCH SIGN 
SHALL SLOW TO A REASONABLE SPEED, AND STOP IF NECESSARY, BEFORE 
ENTERING THE INTERSECTING STREET. 


Sec. 13. Right-of-way; left turn.—The driver of a vehicle within an intersection intend- 
ing to turn to the left shall yield the right-of-way to any vehicle approaching from the 
opposite direction which is within the intersection or so close thereto as to constitute an 
immediate hazard, but said driver, having so yielded and having given a signal when and 
as required by law may make such left turn and the drivers of all other vehicles approach- 
ing the intersection from said opposite direction shall yield the right-of-way to the vehicle 
making the left turn: Provided, that at an intersection at which a traffic signal is located, 
a driver intending to make a left turn shall permit vehicles bound straight through in the 
opposite direction which are awaiting a go signal to pass through the intersection before 
making the turn. 


Sec. 14, Overtaking a vehicle on the left.—The following rules shall govern the overtaking 
and passing of vehicles proceeding in the same direction, subject to those limitations, excep- 
tions, and special rules hereinafter stated: 
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(a) The driver of a vehicle overtaking another vehicle proceeding in the same direction 
shall pass to the left thereof at a safe distance and shall not again drive to the right side 
of the roadway until safely clear of the overtaken vehicle. 


(b) Except when overtaking and passing on the right is permitted, the driver of an 
overtaking vehicle shall give way to the right in favor of the overtaking vehicle on audible 
signal and shall not increase the speed of his vehicle until completely passed by the 
overtaking vehicle. 


Sec. 15. Overtaking and passing at right of moving vehicles.—(a) The driver of a 
= may overtake and pass upon the right of another vehicle only under the following 
conditions: 


1. When the vehicle overtaken is making or about to make a left turn; 


2. Upon a street or highway with unobstructed pavement not occupied by parked 
vehicles of sufficient width for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles in each direction and 
when such vehicles are moving in substantially continuous lanes of traffic; 


8. Upon a i-way street, or upon any roadway on which traffic is restricted to one 
direction of movement, where the roadway is free from obstructions and of sufficient width 
for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles and when such vehicles are moving in substantially 
continuous lanes of traffic. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle may overtake and pass another vehicle upon the right only 
under conditions permitting such movement in safety. In no event shall such movement 
be made by driving off the pavement or main-traveled portion of the roadway. 


Sec. 16. Overtaking and passing at left; restrictions—No vehicle shall be driven to the 
left side of the center of a 2 lane highway or in the center of a 3 lane highway in overtaking 
and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction unless such left side or center 
lane is clearly visible and is free of oncoming traffic for a sufficient distance ahead to permit 
such overtaking and passing to be completely made without interfering with the safe opera- 
tion of any vehicle approaching from the opposite direction or any vehicle overtaken. 


Sec. 17. Further limitations on driving to left of center of roadway.— 


(a) No vehicle shall at any time be driven to the left side of the roadway under the 
following conditions: 


1. When approaching the crest of a grade or upon a curve in the highway where the 
driver’s view is obstructed within such distance as to create a hazard in the event 
another vehicle might approach. from the opposite direction ; 


2. When approaching within 100 feet of or traversing any intersection or railroad grade 
crossing ; 


3. hid the view is obstructed upon approaching within 100 feet of any bridge, viaduct, 
or tunnel, 


(b) The foregoing limitations shall not apply upon a one-way roadway. 
Sec, 18. Drive on right side of roadway—exceptions.—Upon all roadways of sufficient 
width a vehicle shall be driven upon the right half of the roadway except as follows: 


1. When overtaking and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction under 
the rules ‘governing such movement; 


2. When the right half of a roadway is closed to traffic while under construction or repair; 


3. Upon a roadway divided into three marked lanes for traffic under the rules applicable 
thereon ; or 


4. Upon a roadway designated and signposted for one-way traffic. 


Sec. 19. Starting parked vehicte.—No person shall start a vehicle which is stopped, stand- 
ing, or parked unless and until such movement can be made with reasonable safety. 





Sec, 20. Reckless driving, penalty.—(a) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a high- 
way carelessly and heedlessly in wilful or wanton disregard of the rights or safety of others, 
or without due caution and circumspection and at a speed or in a manner so as to endanger 
or be likely to endanger any person or property, shall be guilty of reckless driving and upon 
conviction shall be punished as provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 


(b) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a highway without due caution or circum-_ 
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spection or at a speed or in a manner so as to endanger or be likely to endanger any person 
or property, shall be guilty of driving in an unsafe manner. 


(c) Every person convicted of reckless driving under paragraph (a) of this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal] jail for a period of not less than 
5 days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, and on a second or subsequent offense shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than 10 days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 or by both fine and imprisonment, 


Sec. 21. Following too closely—The driver of a motor vehicle shall not follow another 
vehicle more closely than is reasonable and prudent, having due regard for the speed of such 
vehicles and the traffic upon and the condition of the highway. 


Sec. 22. Laned roadways, traffic rules.—Whenever any roadway has been divided into 2 
or more clearly marked lanes for traffic the following rules in addition to all others consis- 
tent herewith shall apply: 





(a) A vehicle shall be driven as nearly as practicable entirely within a single lane and 
shall not be moved from such lane until the driver has first ascertained that such movement 
can be made with safety and on highways with 4 or more lanes said vehicle shall be driven 
within the extreme right hand lane except when overtaking and passing, but in no event 
shall cross the center line of said highway except where making a left turn. 


(b) Upon a roadway which is divided into 3 lanes a vehicle shall not be driven to the 
left of the center lane except when making a left turn and shall not be driven in the center 
lane except when overtaking and passing another vehicle where the roadway is clearly 
visible and such center lane is clear of traffic within a safe distance, or in preparation for 
a left turn or where such center Jane is at the time allocated exclusively to traffic moving 
in the direction the vehicle is proceeding and is signposted to give notice of such allocation. 


(c) Official signs may be erected directing slow-moving traffic to use a designated lane or 
designating those lanes to be used by traffic moving in a particular direction regardless of 
the center of the roadway and drivers of vehicles shall obey the directions of every such sign. 


Sec. 23. Unattended motor vehicle—No person driving or in charge of a motor vehicle 
shall permit it to stand unattended without first, stopping the engine, locking the ignition, 
removing the key, and effectively setting the brake thereon and, when standing upon any 
grade, turning the front wheels to the curb or side of the highway. 


Sec. 24. Obstruction to driver’s view or driving mechanism.— 


(a) No person shall drive a vehicle when it is so loaded, or when there are in the front 
seat such number of persons, exceeding three, as to obstruct the view of the driver to the 
front or sides of the vehicle or as to interfere with the driver’s control over the driving 
mechanism of the vehicle, 


(b) No passenger in a vehicle shall ride in such position as to interfere with the driver’s 
jg = or to the sides, or to interfere with his control over the driving mechanism of 
the vehicle. 


Sec. 25, Projection of load——Whenever any vehicle is loaded with material projecting four 
feet or more from the end of such vehicle, a red cloth shall be fastened at the end of such 
projecting material and at night-time a red light. 


Whenever any vehicle is loaded with any material or substance, such material or substance 
ae hs ono and fastened in such vehicle so that the same shall not shift and shall not 
all therefrom. 


Sec. 26. Duty to stop in event of accident.—(a) The driver of any vehicle involved in an 
accident resulting in injury to or death of any person or damage to any vehicle which is 
driven or attended by any person, shall give his name, address, and the registration number 
of the vehicle he is driving, also the name and address of the owner, and exhibit his oper- 
ator’s or chauffeur’s license to the person struck or the driver or occupants of any vehicle 
collided with and shall render to any person injured in such accident reasonable assistance 
in securing medical aid or transportation of injured person or persons. 


(b) The driver of every motor vehicle involved in an accident resulting in injury or death 
to any person or damage to any property shall forthwith report such accident to police 
headguerters of this sity. AN secident reports made under this saction shall he without 
prejudice, and shall be for the information. of * the police ‘department. ‘only, except that the 
police department may issue statistical reports based thereon. The fact that any person has 
made a written report of an accident shall be admissible in evidence ‘solely to prove compli- 
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ance with this section, but no such report or any part thereof or statement contained therein 
shall be admissible in evidence for any other purpose in any trial, civil or criminal, arising 
out of such accident. 


ARTICLE XIV 


Stopping, Standing, or Parking Prohibited 
in Specified Places 


Sec. 1. Stopping, standing, or parking prohibited.—No signs required.— 


(a) No person shall stop, stand, or park a vehicle, except when necessary to avoid 
conflict with other traffic or in compliance with law or the directions of a police officer or 
traffic-control device, in any of the following places: 


1. On a sidewalk ; 

2. In front of a public or private driveway ; 
8. Within an intersection ; 

4. Within 15 feet of a fire hydrant; 

6. On a crosswalk ; 


6. Within 20 feet of a crosswalk, or if none, then within 15 feet of the intersection of 
property lines at any intersection of highways; 


7. Within 30 feet upon the approach to any flashing beacon, stop sign, or traffic-control 
signal located at the side of a roadway; 


8. Within 50 feet of the nearest rail of a railroad crossing; 


9. Within 20 feet of the driveway entrance to any fire station and on the side of a 
street opposite the entrance to any fire station within 75 feet of said entrance (when 
properly signposted) ; 


10. Alongside or opposite any street excavation or obstruction when stopping, standing, 
or parking would obstruct traffic; 


11. On the roadway side of any vehicle stopped or parked at the edge or curb of a street; 


12. Upon any bridge or other elevated structure upon a highway, except Michigan Avenue 
and Grand River Avenue bridges ; 


18. At any place where official signs prohibit stopping, standing or parking; 


14. Between the curb and sidewalk or between sidewalk and street or highway used for 
the purpose of vehicular traffic, except where said space is paved and the curb removed, 
on any street within the City of Lansing; Provided further, that on any street where 
parking time is restricted the same regulations shall apply to the paved area between 
the curb and sidewalk, 


(b) No person shall move a vehicle not lawfully under his control into any such prohibited 
area or away from a curb such distance as is unlawful. 


Sec. 2. Parking prohibited in certain places.—It shall be unlawful for any driver to stop, 
stand or park any vehicle upon a street, other than an alley in such a manner or under 
such conditions as to leave available less than ten (10) feet of the width of the roadway 
for free movement of vehicular traffic except that a driver may stop temporarily during the 
actual loading or unloading of passengers or when necessary in obedience to traffic regula- 
tions or traffic signs or signals or a police officer. 


Sec. 3. Parking in alleys.—Vehicles shall not park in public alleys: Provided, that 
commercial vehicles may park in public alleys not longer than necessary to load and unload. 
Provided further, that vehicles may be parked parallel, except between the hours of 
2:00 a.m. and 5:00 a.m. for not more than one hour from 8:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. on the 
west side of the public alley extending between the 100 block West Allegan Street and the 
100 block West Washtenaw Street. 


Sec. 4. All-night parking prohibited.—It shall be unlawful for the driver of any vehicle 
be park said vehicle on either side of any street between the hours of 2:00 a.m. and 5:00 a.m. 
of any day. : 
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Sec. 5. Parking for certain purposes prohibited.—(a) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to park upon a street any vehicle displayed for sale. 


(b) Washing, greasing, or repairing such vehicle except repairs necessitated by an 
emergency. 


(ce) Exhibiting such vehicle or any article or thing thereon or therein as a prize in any 
lottery, drawing, game of chance, reward or numbers pool. 


(d) It shall be unlawful to park or operate upon the public streets of the City of Lansing 
any vehicle or conveyance whereon there is operated any loud speaker, public address system 
or radio device for the purpose of advertising, calling attention to any show, performance, 
sale or display of merchandise. 


Sec. 6. Parking prohibited on narrow streetsa.—(a) The city traffic commission is hereby 
authorized to erect signs indicating no parking upon any street when the width of the 
roadway does not exceed 20 feet, or upon one side of a street as indicated by such signs 
when so prohibited by this ordinance, 


(b) When official signs prohibiting parking are erected upon streets, alleys or places as 
authorized herein, no person shall park a vehicle upon any such streets, alleys or places 
in violation of any such sign. 


Sec, 7. Standing or parking on one-way streets.—The city traffic commission, with the 
approval of the city council, is authorized to erect signs upon the left-hand side of any 
one-way street to prohibit the standing or parking of vehicles, and when such signs are 
in place, no person shall stand or park a vehicle upon such left-hand side in violation of 
any such sign. 


Sec. 8. Standing or parking on one-way roadways.—In the event a highway includes two 
or more separate roadways and traffic is restricted to one direction upon any such roadway, 
no person shall stand or park a vehicle upon the left-hand side of such one-way roadway 
unless signs are erected to permit such standing or parking. 


Sec. 9. No stopping, standing, or parking near hazardous or congested places.—(a) The 
city traffic commission is hereby authorized to determine and designate by proper signs 
places, not exceeding 100 feet in length, in which the stopping, standing, or parking of 
vetucles would create an especially hazardous condition or would cause unusual delay to 
traffic. 


(b) The city council shall have authority to designate no parking zones in front of the 
entrance to any theatre, church, office building, public dance hall, club, private or public 
driveway, or building which is designated to be a building in which a large number of 
people are accustomed to gather. No vehicle shall be permitted to stand, in such no parking 
zone, except for the purpose of stopping to take on or discharging passengers or merchandise. 


SCHEDULE III. 


Section 1. Parking prohibited at all times on certain streets, parts of streets or alleys—

ORDINANCES 


An Ordinance granting to Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a Michigan corpor- 
ation, its successors and assigns, the right 
to own and operate a city bus transpor- 
tation system for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing, for a period of fifteen (15) years 
and to repeal all ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith. 


The City of Lansing Ordains that: 


Section 1. Definition of Terms. The 
term “Company” shall mean Inter-City

Coach Line Company, a corporation organ- 
ized and existing under the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and its successors and 
assigns, The term ‘City’? shall mean the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, a Michigan 
Municipal Corporation, except when used 
in a territorial sense, when it shall be 
held to mean and include not only the 
present corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, but the corporate limits as they 
may hereafter be extended. The term 
“City Council” shall mean the present 
governing body of the City or the incum- 
bents of any offices hereafter created by 
law or by charter, performing similar func- 
tions, or any other body or Commission 
which may by the Charter of the City of 
Lansing hereafter be granted jurisdiction 
over city bus transportation systems, The 
term ‘Transit Commission” shall mean 
the body created by Section 317 of Chap- 
ter 21 of the Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing or any other body or commission 
which may by Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing be hereafter granted jurisdiction suc- 
ceeding that now vested by said Section 
317 in the Transit Commission over public 
carriers of persons operating within the 
City of Lansing The term “Streets” means 
the streets, avenues, alleys, bridges and 
other public places in the city, however 
they may be designated. 


Sec. 2. Nature and Term of Grant. The 
authority, right and privilege of operating 
motor vehicles within the City of Lansing 
upon and over the roads, streets, avenues, 
alleys, highways and public places within 
the limits of the City of Lansing, as now 
constituted or as hereinafter lawfully ex- 
tended during the period of the grant 
herein, for the purpose of transporting 
passengers for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing, be and hereby is granted and 
secured to Inter-City Coach Line Com- 
pany, a Michigan corporation, its success- 
ors and assigns, for a period of fifteen 
(15) years, subject to the terms, condi- 
tions and restrictions hereinafter men- 
tioned. 


Sec. 3. Buses or Vehicles. The charac- 
ter and type of transportation equipment 
shall consist of motor buses propelled by 
power generated by gasoline, électricity or 
otherwise. The Grantee shall provide and 
maintain sufficient motor bus equipment 
to furnish reasonable transportation serv- 
ice and shall maintain the same in a 
safe, dependable and sanitary condition. 


Sec. 4. Routes and Schedules. Regular 
motor bus transportation service shall be 
established, operated and regularly main- 
tained on the routes established by the 
license therefor in effect on the date 
hereof. Provided, however, that tempor- 
ary rerouting in cases of emergency may 
be made with the approval of the Transit 
Commission. The Transit Commission may 
from time to time order reasonable and 
necessary extensions or eliminations of 
routes, lines or service, but any such order 
™may be made only after proper notice to 
Grantee and after an opportunity for 
public hearing thereon. Within thirty (30) 
days after the issuance of any such order 
Grantee may question the reasonableness 
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of the extension or eliminations ordered 
and the same shall be submitted to a 
board of arbitrators as provided in Section 
334 of the present Charter of the City of 
Lansing. The findings of such board of 
arbitrators shall be final and shall be 
binding upon the parties at interest. 
Should the said board of arbitrators up- 
hold the Transit Commision in ordering 
such extension or changes, the failure of 
Grantee to comply with such order within 
sixty (60) days shall constitute a cause 
for forfeiture of this franchise, which may 
be declared by the Transit Commission. 
Adjustments in schedules may be made 
by Grantee to meet varying conditions, 
subject to Transit Commission approval. 


Sec. 5. Stop Zones. Subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council, Grantee may 
designate bus stops and shall designate the 
same with markers indicating to the 
traveling public where the buses stop. 
At all such designated stops on the motor 
bus routes of Grantee, the City shall set 
aside an adequate space or zone in which 
vehicles shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with bus operations. The City shall 
also establish and enforce such traffic rules 
and regulations as shall serve to expedite 
the movement of Grantee’s buses. 


Sec. 6. Fares. The maximum fares to 
be charged by the Grantee for the trans- 
portation of persons shall be as follows: 


Such fares as are established by the 
Transit Commission of the City of Lansing 
in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 317, as amended, of the Charter of 
the City of Lansing. 


The Grantee is hereby prohibited from 
making any unjust discrimination in the 
matter of rates, charges or character of 
service and is prohibited from giving or 
granting, either directly or indirectly, any 
pass, frank, free ticket or free service 
to any person whomsoever, except to its 
own employees when traveling on business 
of the company and to the employees of 
the fire and police departments of the 
City of Lansing when in uniform. 


Sec. 7. Arbitration, Whenever arbitra- 
tion is required under the present Charter 
of the City of Lansing or is allowed or 
provided for in this franchise, the arbi- 
trators shall be chosen in the following 
manner: Grantee, within ten (10) days 
_after claiming such arbitration, shall 
name two (2) arbitrators; the Council 
within ten (10) days after notice thereof 
shall name two (2) arbitrators; within 
ten (10) days after their appointment, the 
four (4) arbitrators so chosen, shall name 
a fifth (5th) arbitrator. If the said arbi- 
trators are unable to agree upon a fifth 
(5th) arbitrator, within ten (10) days 
thereafter said arbitrators shall choose the 
chairman of the Michigan Public Service 
Commission or its successor as the fifth 
(5th) arbitrator, or in ease such chairman 
is not available, then such member thereof 
as the Michigan Public Service Commission 
or its successor shall designate shall be 
chosen as the fifth (5th) arbitrator. 
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Sec. 8. Value. The value’ of the prop- 
erty of Grantee within the city, and of 
such portion of the property beyond the 
city limits as is actually and necessarily 
used in, belonging to, and a part of the 
local service, is hereby fixed at the sum 
of Seven Hundred itty Thousand Dollars 
($750,000.00). 


Sec. 9. Reports. Not later than ninety 
(20) days after the close of each fiscal 
year of Grantee, Grantee shall make and 
file with the City Clerk a verified report 
showing its assets and liabilities at the 
close of such fiscal year and a detailed 
statement of its operations for such fiscal 
year. The Council shall prescribe the 
form of reports to be made by said Grantee 
and to what accounts and under what heads 
the different character of items and ex- 


-penditures shall be charged and reported, 


and shall retain the right to supervise the 
accounting methods used in compiling the 
said reports. All the records, books of 
accounts, contracts, vouchers and other 
documents or papers of Grantee shall at 
all times during business hours be open 
to the inspection of the Council, Mayor or 
other representatives of the City author- 
ized by the Council, who may make tran- 
scripts thereof in whole or in part. 


Sec. 10. Insurance. Grantee shall ob- 
tain and file with the City Clerk of the 
City and continue the same in full force 
and effect during the period of this grant, 
a policy or policies of liability insurance 
or a bond or bonds of indemnity, as 
Grantee may elect, conditioned for the 
benefit of persons suffering injury, loss 
or damage to person or property by virtue 
of the negligent operation, condition or 
maintenance of motor bus transportation 
equipment by Grantee, which policy or 
policies or bond or bonds shali be in com- 
panies or with sureties to be approved 
by the City Council. Such policy or poli- 
cies or bond or bonds shall be in the sum 
of not less than ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for the injury or death of 
any one person, and not less than the 
sum of One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($100,000.00) for the injury or death of 
all persons affected by any one accident, 
and not less than the sum of Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) for damage to 
property in any one accident. Such cover- 
age shall be for all transportation vehicles 
used for service herein authorized, and 
shall continue undiminished. Insurance or 
bonds in the amounts not less than those 
specified herein shall be in effect during 
the entire time such motor buses are in 
operation under this grant. 


The foregoing provisions of this section 
may be adjusted by agreement between 
the City Council and Grantee; provided 
that such adjustments adequately protect 
the public and the City. 


Sec 11. Company to Save City Harm- 
less. The Grantee shall at all times save 
the City harmless from any and all dam- 
ages, lawful claims and demands for 
injury to person or property which may 
be made against the City in any manner 
growing out of the maintenance or oper- 
ation or beth of such motor buses or any 
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equipment of the Grantee, and in case 
suit shall be filed against the City either 
independently or jointly with Grantee to 
recover on account of any such claims or 
damages, Grantee on notice to it by the 
City, shall defend the City against such 
action and in the event a judgment shall 
be obtained against the City, either inde- 
pendently of, or jointly with, Grantee, on 
account solely of the acts of Grantee, 
Grantee shall pay such judgment with all 
eosts and hold the City harmless therefrom. 


Sec, 12. Franchise Fees. Compensation 
for Franchise. Grantee shall pay to the 
City of Lansing on or before the 15th day 
of April of each year, during the period 
the franchise granted by this ordinance is 
in effect, the sum of Thirty-Six Dollars 
($36.00) for each bus owned, leased or 
operated by Grantee under this franchise 
for the right to use the streets, alleys and 
other public thoroughfares as herein 
granted, the same to be in lieu of any 
kind and all other license fees and/or 
charges now or hereafter Jevied on account 
of the use thereof. 


Sec, 18. Regulation of Safety. The 
Council may from time to time make all 
regulations which it shall deem necessary 
to secure, in the most ample manner, the 
safety, welfare, and convenience of the 
public. 


Sec. 14. Rights of Purchase. The Grantee 
by the acceptance of this ordinance hereby 
grants to the City, and the City reserves 
unto itself, the right, at the termination 
of this grant, or any renewal hereof, and 
also at fifteen (15) years from the time 
of the taking effect of this grant, and 
at any five (5) year period thereafter, or 
upon the forfeiture thereof, upon giving 
at least six (6) months’ previous notice 
in writing of its intentions so to do, to 
acquire by purchase the tangible property 
of Grantee within the City or elsewhere, 
used in connection with the local bus 
transportation business covered by this 
ordinance, upon the terms and conditions 
provided in Section 827 of the present 
Charter of the City of Lansing; provided, 
however, that if the right to purchase 
shall be exercised by the City at the end 
of the first fifteen (15) year period or 
at any five (5) year period thereafter, 
then, except in cases of forfeiture, there 
shall be added as part of the purchase 
price to the cash value of the property, 
determined as provided in Section 827 of 
the Charter two and one-half (21%) per- 
cent of the amount thereof. 


Sec. 15. Assignment of Franchise. Nei- 
ther this franchise nor any rights herein 
shall be assigned, transferred, sold, or 
sub-let, in whole or in part, either directly 
or indirectly, without the express consent 
of the City Council first obtained by ordi- 
nance duly enacted. 


Sec. 16. Forfeiture. This franchise may 
be forfeited by appropriate judicial pro- 
ceedings or the City Council may at any 
time declare a forfeiture of this grant for 
the violation or default by the Grantee of 
any of the terms hereof, provided that none 
of the terms of this grant shall be deemed 
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to be violated so as to permit of such 
forfeiture unless the Grantee shall first 
be given written notice of such violation 
or default, which notice shall state with 
particularity wherein such violation or 
default consists, and of the intent to de- 
clare a forfeiture, and thereafter, if such

These combined cases came on for trial 
before Judge Salmon and a jury on Mon- 
day, June 28, 


Previous to trial the plaintiffs had in- 
creased their claims for damages to the 
total amount of $45,000. 


The cases occupied the time of the 
Court on Monday and Tuesday and plain- 
tiffs certainly presented claims that would 
have justified a verdict in very substantial 
amounts. Their testimony was to the effect 
that medical and_ hospital expenses, for 
the care of the child, was about $2,800. 


At the close of all the proofs we made 
a motion to direct a verdict in favor of 
the defendants upon various grounds. After 
citation of authorities and an opportunity 
for both the Court and counsel to examine 
the cases overnight and a part of the 
following morning, the Court granted our 
motion to direct a verdict and the jury, 
upon the direction of the Court, found for 
the defendants no cause for action.

The membership of said Commission 
shall consist of 9 members who shall 
represent, insofar as is possible, different 
professions or occupations who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to the 
approval by a majority vote of the mem- 
bers elect of the City Council. Three of 


such nine members shall be appeinted by 


the Mayor annually in the month of

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—..., of the calendar year of 
e appointed. 






The administrative head of the Plan- 
ning Department shall be the Planning 
Director, who shall be directly responsible 
to the City Plan Commission.

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ORDINANCE 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Sidwell, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Article XVI of 
an. Ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets 
and alleys of the City of Lansing, provid- 
ing for the control, management and oper- 
ation of parking lots under lease or owner- 
ship by the City, providing for licensing 
and regulation of bicycles within the City 
of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, 
as amended, of the Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167, and 265, 
also known as Ordinance No. 116 of the 
compilation of Ordinances of 1940, and all 
other Ordinances of the City of Lansing 
regulating traffic upon the streets of said 
dela is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows : 


Section 1. The provisions of this article 
prohibiting the standing or parking of a 
vehicle shall apply at all times or at those 
times herein specified or as indicated on 
official signs, except when it is necessary 
to stop a vehicle to avoid conflict with 
other traffic or in compliance with the 
directions of a police officer or official 
traffic-control device: Provided, however, 
that in streets or parts of streets described 
in Schedule VI, adopted pursuant to this 
article, except wherein parking is limited 
to less than one hour, any person who is 
physically incapacitated as a pedestrian 
by the loss or loss of use of one or both 
legs at or above the ankle or who, because 
of such a physical handicap, requires a 
specially constructed or equipped motor 
vehicle, shall be entitled to park a motor 
vehicle which is actually driven by him 
for a period of not to exceed nine hours 
on any of the streets or parts of streets 
wherein parking is so limited: To be 
eligible for the privileges herein provided, 
such physically incapacitated person shall 
obtain a card to be issued by the Chief of 
Police, certifying that the holder thereof 
meets the requirements of this section and 


he shall exhibit such card upon the request - 


of any police officer. Each vehicle, when 
parked by the holder of such card, shall 
carry a sticker or placard conspicuously 
displayed and clearly visible from the 
outside of such vehicle, also to be issued 
by the Chief of Police, to indicate the right 
of the holder thereof to park under the 
provisions of this section. 


For the purpose of determination of the 
qualification of any person so incapaci- 
tated, the Mayor is hereby directed to 
appoint a committee of three persons, 
consisting of the Chief of Police, an 
orthopedic physician, and an elector and 
freeholder of said City upon whose. ap- 
proval such card shall be so issued, the 
latter two of such committee to serve for 
three years. 


Any abuse of this privilege or com- 
plaints in regard thereto be referred to 
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said committee, and after a hearing there- 
on said committee shall determine whether 
or not the permit should be revoked be- 
cause of such abuse. Any holder of such 
permit who is dissatisfied with decision 
of said committee shall have the right 
to appeal said decision to City Council 
within two weeks of the rendering thereof. 


Each such permit shall expire with the 


term of the vehicle license issued by the 
State of Michigan.

Gentlemen : 


On July 26 you directed me to write the 
Michigan Liquor Contro] Commission to 
ascertain its ruling in licensee applica- 
tions, and if its rules are adhered to in 
full compliance or do they make exceptions 
to their rules. 


I called on Mr. Frank Rouner, who is 
the Assistant Attorney General assigned to 
the Commission, where I learned that the 
Commission has never adopted a rule, in 
writing, requiring the consent or endorse- 
ment by the chief law enforcement officer 
in the cities, but that it has been an un- 
qualified requirement that such license for 
consumption on the premises be approved 
by the chief of police. Since it is not in 
their rules but an accepted requirement, 
and since it is not in the statute it would 
appear possibly that it is an arbitrary 
provision but there is nothing you can 
do about it. 


If the licensee seeks to compel the issu- 
ance of such a transfer without the en- 
dorsement of the chief of police there is 
no question in my mind but that he would 
have no standing whatever unless the ap- 
proval of your body was first obtained in 
view of Section 17 of the act, being Sec. 
18.988 of the Michigan Statutes Annotated 
wherein it provides: 


“Provided, however, that all applica- 
tions for licenses to sell beer and/or 
wine and/or spirits for consumption on 
the premises shall be approved by the 
local legislative body in which said 
applicant’s place of business is located 
before being granted a license by the 
Commission.” 


On July 28 I requested Mr. Rouner’s oral 
statement be reduced to writing so that it 
may be considered as authority for future 
guidance but I have not as yet received 
his reply.

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ORDINANCES 


The following. ordinance was introduced 
by Committee.on Ordinances, read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 23.06; 
28.14 by adding a new sub-section 8; repeal 
sub-section 10 of Section 23.16 and adopt 
a new sub-section 10 thereof; Section 23.18 
by adding new sub-sections 30, 31 and 32 
of an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance 
creating a Board of Electrical Examiners, 
and regulating and controlling all matters 
pertaining to electrical] construction.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, Sections 23.06; 23.14; 23.16 
and 23.18 of the ordinance entitled, “(An 
ordinance creating a Board of Electrical 
Examiners, and regulating and controlling 
all matters pertaining to electrical con- 
struction” are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 23.06. The National Electrical 
Code for 1953 and made the standard of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
is hereby adopted as a part of this ordi- 
nance and printed copies, together with all 
amendments thereof, shall be kept in the 
office of the CITY CLERK of the City of 
Lansing, available for inspection by and 
distributed to the public at all times. 


Section 28.14. Service Equipment. 
1. Service equipment shall be located at 
point of entrance to building or as close 
as practical as determined by the City 
Electrician, 


2. Service equipment shall be readily 
accessible and in plain sight. Bedrooms, 
toilets, closets, fruit cellars, ete., are not 
considered readily accessible, 


8. Service equipment of 100 amperes or 
less capacity shall be of a type having 
fuses accessible without exposure to live 
parts, or a circuit breaker. 


4. When more than 100 amperes capa- 
city, service equipment shall be of type 
that prevents access to live parts when the 
switch is closed. 


5. Disconnecting means for service 
equipment rated at more than 60 amps, 
shall be of a type that can be operated 
externally by means of a handle without 
removing any part of the switch. 


6. A single set of over-current protective 
devices and disconnecting means shall be 
installed for each single set of service en- 
trance conductors, except that: 


a. Where the installation of a single 
set of disconnecting means and over-current 
protective devices would require a unit 
having a rated carrying capacity greater 
than 400 amps., the main disconnecting 
means and over-current protection may 
consist of not more than six units of a 
type approved as service equipment in- 
stalled at the point of entrance, for each 
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class of service, for the purpose of pro- 
tecting sub-feeders supplying separate sec- 
tions of the installation. Connections to 
the main feeders must be in junction boxes, 
wireways or busbar assemblies, approved 
for the purpose. Each unit must be plainly 
marked to designate its use. Where cable 
connectors are used they must be of a type 
permitting the connection of each sub- 
feeder separately. 


‘b. For multiple occupancies the main 
disconnecting means and over-current pro- 
tective devices may consist of a single set 
for each occupancy, provided this number 
does not exceed six, that they are grouped 
at the point of entrance and _ suitably 
marked to designate the occupancy sup- 
plied. 


7. Where more than two meters or serv- 
ice switches are installed they shall be 
suitably marked to designate the occupancy 
supplied. 


8. EACH RESIDENCE WITH A FLOOR 
AREA OF 400 SQUARE FEET OR MORE 
SHALL BE PROVIDED WITH ELEC- 
TRICAL SERVICE EQUIPMENT AND 
CONDUCTORS HAVING A MINIMUM 
CAPACITY OF 100 AMPERES AND 
SHALL PROVIDE AT LEAST TWO 
MAJOR APPLIANCE CIRCUITS, 3—20 
AMPERE APPLIANCE CIRCUITS. ONE 
HEATING PLANT CIRCUIT IN ADDI- 
TION TO NORMAL LIGHTING CIR- 
CUITS. A RESIDENCE OF LESS THAN 
400 SQUARE FEET AREA MAY BE 
SERVED BY A 60 AMPERE SERVICE 
AT THE OPTION OF THE INSPECTOR. 


Section 23.16. Commercial Buildings. 
1. Convenience outlets in commercial and 
industrial establishments including dent- 
ists’ and doctors’ offices and beauty parlors, 
shall be rated at not less than 5 amps. per 
outlet. For all commercial garages or 
other rooms with concrete floor in direct 
contact with the earth they shall be of 
the 3 prong, polorized type with one pole 
grounded. 


2. Fifteen (15) ampere branch circuits 
for theater, outline or outdoor sign light- 
img shall not exceed 1320 watts and not 
more than thirty-two (32) outlets. 


3. Fixtures having exposed wiring shall 
not be allowed in show windows. 


4, Each new store facing on a public 
street shall be wired for a sign outlet in 
front of the store, this outlet to be fed 
with not less than one three-quarter (4) 
inch conduit. 


5. The minimum size conduit for con- 
cealed wiring from distribution panel to 
first outlet in commercial establishments 
shall be a three-quarter (%) inch, 


6. Receptacle outlets in beauty shops 
shall be supplied with not less than No. 12 
wire, twenty (ZU) amp. three (3) poie 
receptacle, one (1) per circuit for perma- 
nent wave machines and not over two (2) 
per circuit for dryers. Each machine shall 
be grounded with a three (3) wire cord. 
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7. Portable neon signs shall be connected 
with a three (3) wire cord terminating in 
a three (3) prong plug and a three (3) 
pole grounded receptacle. Transformers 
must be grounded. 


8. Gasoline stations shall be wired in 
metal raceways; a separate three-quarter 
(%) inch conduit shall be run from out- 
side the danger area to each gasoline pump. 
Each such conduit shall be sealed in the 
base of the pump. 


9. Lighting for electric signs shall be 
wired on separate circuits from inside 
lighting outlets. 


1o. IN COMMERCIAL AND INDUS- 
TRIAL BUILDINGS.—ALL NEW _WIR- 
ING SHALL BE IN CONDUIT, EXCEPT 
BY SPECIAL PERMISSION FROM 
THE AUTHORITY ENFORCING THIS 
ORDINANCE, APPROVED _ CIRCUIT 
BREAKER PROTECTION SHALL BE 
PROVIDED FOR ALL CIRCUITS AND 
FEEDERS OF 100 AMPERES CAPACITY 
OR LESS. ANY MULTIPLE DWELLING, 
HOUSING MORE THAN TWO FAMI- 
LIES, SHALL BE CLASSIFIED COM- 
MERCIAL. 


Section 23.18. 1. Recessed fixtures, hav- 
ing a capacity of more than sixty (60} 
watts, embedded in the walls or ceilings of 
buildings shall be separated from com- 
bustible material by an air space of one- 
half (14) inch or by one-eighth (14) inch 
asbestos. Wire used inside the fixtures 
shall be approved for use up to tempera- 
tures of one hundred ninety (190) degrees 
Fahrenheit. The circuit wiring shall pass 
through specially constructed wiring chan- 
nels or through junction boxes placed at 
least one (1) foot from the fixtures. 


2. When additions or alterations are 
made to existing wiring installations ‘the 
service and supply wires shall be made 
adequate to supply the added load. 


3. Buildings laid out for two (2) or 
more family apartments shall have each 
set of apartments separately wired to the 
distribution panel. 


4. Fuse panels shall be of a type having 
no live parts exposed when the door of 
the panel is open. 


5. Exposed wiring less than seven (7) 
feet from any floor shall be enclosed in 
metal raceways. 


6. Wooden raceways shall not be used 
for electric light or power wiring. 


7. Electric light and power wiring run 
underground shall be enclosed in rigid 
conduit with threaded connections or shall 
be in the form of a cable approved for the 
purpose. 


_8. Where conduit is used for wiring in 
piaces subject to moisture it shail be in- 
stalled in accordance with the National 
Electrical Code for lead covered or R.W. 
or T.W. conductors, except that not over 
four (4) No. 12 approved R.W. or T.W. 
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covered wires may be installed in one 
three-quarter (54) inch conduit. 


9. Electric light and power wiring em- 
bedded in concrete or masonry shall be 
enclosed in rigid metal conduit with thread- 
ed connections or in raceways approved by 
the City Electrician for the particular pur- 
poses or installation used. 


10. Light outlets in kitchens and toilet 
rooms shall be controlled by one or more 
wall switches. 


11. Plug receptacle outlets in basements 
and in other rooms having cement floors 
in direct contact with the earth, and for 
such portable appliances that require 
grounding, shall be of the three (3) wire 
polarized type with one (1) contact con- 
nected to ground. 


1°, Plug receptacle outlets in kitchens, 
dining rooms and bathrooms shall be wired 
independently of lighting outlets. One (1) 
500 watt receptacle outlet may be installed 
in each residential bathroom. Receptacle 
in bathroom to be not less than five (5) 
feet from floor. 


13. Motors on furnace equipment shall 
be controlled by externally operable 
switches and wired independently of other 
circuits. All furnace and boiler equipment 
shall be adequately protected by low-water 
cut-off and limit controls. Exposed wiring 
for all heating plants shall be protected by 
conduit whenever installed less than seven 
feet from the floor. Except that short 
lengths of armored cable or Greenfield may 
be used where flexibility is essential, such 
as connecting motors or stack and plenium 
controls. 


14. Circuit wiring in basement shall be 
approved metallic raceway systems or cable. 
Service cable (type SE} may be_ used 
through residential basements for electric 
ranges or dryers. 


15. Ceiling outlet boxes for concealed 
wiring shall be at least four (4) inches by 
one and one-half (1144) inches deep except 
where the installation of such a box will 
injure the mechanical strength or struc- 
ture of the building. Wiring through open 
joists will be considered concealed. 


16. Cables containing electric wires for 
light and power purposes, with no exterior 
metal covering shall be fastened with ap- 
proved straps or staples that will not in- 
jure the cable. 


_17. Chain pull sockets shall not be used 
where the uninsulated part of the chain 
is less than seven (7) feet from a cement 
floor or grounded object. 


18. Multiple wire branch circuits for 
lighting purposes shall be distinguished 
by different colors. Wires of the same 
color must connect to the same ungrounded 
conductors. 


19. All splices for concealed wiring shall 
be made in approved boxes. 
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20. Wire smaller than No. 8 shall not 
be used for sub-feeders. All sub-feeders 
shall be installed in approved cable or 
conduit. 


21. Wires in attics of more than two (2) 
feet in height shall be protected with guard 
strips or bored through joists. 


22. All joints or splices on concealed 
wiring must be made up and soldered be- 
fore inspection. At each lighting outlet 
wires at least six (6) inches long must 
be left for fixture connections. 


23. All electrical equipment for residen- 
tial property and for public halls, schools 
and meeting places shall be dead front 
type. 


24, No open bus conductors shall be in- 
stalled except with written permission from 
the authority enforcing this ordinance. 


25. Type S.E. service cable wire size #8 
shall be permitted to feed clothes dryers 
requiring more than 15 amps. and up to 
40 amps. per fuse. 


26. All water heaters except off-peak 
connected heaters and all clothes dryers 
using an electrical heated unit and consum- 
ing more than 15 amps. shall be connected 
to current tap provided on load side of 
main current protection in service switch. 


27. A laundry outlet shall be wired in 
each residence on a separate circuit and 
using a grounded, polarized receptacle of 
the #5262 style or equal. 


28. All kitchen utility outlets shall be 
rated at 5 amps. per outlet and circuits 
installed accordingly. 


29. All foregoing amendments shall not 
be retroactive. 


30. IN EVERY KITCHEN, UTILITY 
ROOM, DINING ROOM, BREAKFAST 
ROOM, LIVING ROOM, PARLOR, LI- 
BRARY, DEN, SUNROOM, RECREATION 
ROOM AND BEDROOM ONE RECEP- 
TACLE OUTLET SHALL BE PROVIDED 
FOR EVERY 12 LINEAR FEET OR 
MAJOR FRACTION THEREOF OF THE 
TOTAL (GROSS) DISTANCE AROUND 
THE ROOM AS MEASURED HORIZON- 
TALLY ALONG THE WALL AT THE 
FLOOR LINE. THE RECEPTACLE OUT- 
LETS SHALL, IN SO FAR AS PRAC- 
TICABLE, BE SPACED EQUAL DIS- 
TANCES APART. THERE SHALL BE 
AT LEAST ONE RECEPTACLE BE- 
yey DOORS THREE FEET OR MORE 


31. (1) EXPOSED METAL PARTS OF 
PORTABLE APPLIANCES USED IN 
DAMP OR WET LOCATIONS, OR BY 
PERSONS STANDING ON THE GROUND 
OR ON METAL FLOORS OR WORKING 
INSIDE OF METAL TANKS OR BOIL- 
ERS, AND (2) PORTABLE TOOLS 
WHICH ARE LIKELY TO BE USED IN 
WET AND CONDUCTIVE LOCATIONS 
AND NOT PROTECTED BY INSULATED 
HANDLES AND ENCLOSURES, SHALL 
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BE GROUNDED EXCEPT WHERE SUP- 
PLIED THROUGH AN _ INSULATING 
TRANSFORMER WITH UNGROUNDED 
SECONDARY OF NOT OVER 50 VOLTS. 


32. A SEPARATE FLEXIBLE WIRE 
OR STRAP INSULATED OR BARE, PRO- 
TECTED AGAINST MECHANICAL IN- 
JURY MAY BE USED ONLY BY SPEC- 
IAL PERMISSION.

Gentlemen : 


The petition of neighbors of 1610 Alice 
Street was referred to my attention, and 
on Tuesday, August 24th, Mr. Towsley of 
the Health Department, Mr. Caldwell and 
I visited the premises. 


A check of the ‘Assessor’s records shows 
that this particular lot, No. 235, is 35 x 
12314 feet, and from the Assessor’s books 
the indications are that the building located 
thereon has been there at least since 
1936. The building located to the rear 
of the lot is definitely unsightly, in a 
state of disrepair and barely habitable. 


Enumerating the complaints, voiced 
orally at the Council, it is said there 
are weeds growing in the yard, which 
fact is true to a very limited extent, but 
to the rear of such Lot No. 285 is another 
that faces Roseneath Avenue, being Lot 
No. 317, and contiguous to it Lot No, 
318, both are vacant, and the weeds have 
grown high and should haye been cut 
before now. 


It appears Lot No. 317 is owned by 
Clarence C. Bonnett of 1657 Roseneath 
Avenue and Lot No. 318 by Mrs. Joseph 
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Hawley of Tulsa, Oklahoma. I see no 
reason why these lots may not be posted, 
under the ordinance, and the Department 
of Public Service authorized to cut the 
weeds and add the cost to the tax roll. 


Mr. Judson Wright, who lives at 1610 
Alice Street, says he has the privilege 
of parking his cars on Lot No. 317 from 
the owner. At the time we were there 
he had a pleasure car, in running condi- 
tion, with license attached, which he says 
he uses for his personal pleasure and an 
old car in which he says that he accumu- 
lates newspapers and magazines which are 
donated to the cub scouts. I saw no 
indications that there are any worms 
about the premises. We saw no indication 
that there was any garbage strewn about 
the premises although Mr. Towsley said 
he had been there a few days before and 
that Mr. Wright had cleaned the place 
in that respect. He has a garbage can. 
He has no other place to park his auto- 
mobiles other than the contiguous lot 
referred to. 


Mr. Caldwell’s office issued a building 
permit in June of this year to construct 
a house, properly placed upon the lot and 
toward the front thereof, with the written 
agreement by Mr. Wright that when com- 
pleted he would tear down the place in 
which he now lives. 


We found that concrete block forms had 
been placed for the new house, and when 
we questioned Mr. Wright about what 
progress he expects to make, he said he 
expected to do most of the work himself, 
that he had a limited amount of money, 
and that he didn’t want to go into debt 
for the reason that he is under disability 
due to war service, receives a limited pen- 
sion, that his wife is afflicted with an 
incurable disease, and he has five chil- 
dren to support. 


This appears to me to be one of those 
unfortunate situations where there was 
and had been for many years an un- 
sightly building, largely surrounded by 
vacant lots in a more or less undeveloped 
neighborhood. That beginning about 1946 
the contiguous lots on both sides of the 
street, with some exceptions, were built 
upon. 1606 was built in 1946, 1612 and 
1616 in 1950, 1620 in 1951, 1607, across 
the street, in 1947, 1619 in 1950 and 1627 
in 1947. I believe all of these present 
owners or occupants are petitioners. You 
will readily see that they moved into a 
neighborhood where this existing un- 
sightly lot had long been and although 
their places are new, modern and very 
well kept, the economic condition of Mr. 
Wright would not allow him to do what 
his neighbors have done. 


Under the circumstances, I know of no 
action that the City can take at this time 
as there is no violation of any ordinance,

Gentlemen: 


In order to correct any possible mis- 
understanding, we wish to make clear the 
official position of the City Plan Com- 
mission regarding the selection of a site 
for a new fire station, by stating the fol- 
lowing facts: 


1, The City Plan Commission's first con- 
sideration of the question of location 
of a new fire station took place when 
the Police and Fire Board through Mr. 
Leo Smith, chairman of that board’s 
Committee on Buildings and Properties, 
requested the City Plan Commission to 
recommend to it a site for the reloca- 
tion of number five fire station. 


2. The City Plan Commission in response 
to this request directed its staff to make 
a study and prepare a recommendation. 


3. The report of the staff of the City Plan 
Commission recommended the Isbell 
Street site in preference to the Todd 
Avenue site under present conditions, 
and pointed out the need for a site later 
in the extreme southwest. This recom- 
mendation of its staff was not, and has 
not been, adopted by the City Plan 
Commission. Instead, the Commission 
sent the study report to the Police and 
Fire Board for such consideration as 
the Hoard might want to give to it. 
At no time thus far‘has the City Plan 
Commission endorsed or recommended 
the Isbell Street site. 
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4. The Police and Fire Board subsequently 
recommended the Todd Avenue site to 
the City Council which, at its meeting 
on May 17, 1954, referred the recom- 
mendation to the City Plan Commission. 
Following this, efforts were made _ to 
have a joint meeting with the Police 
and Fire Board, which meeting was 

_not held until August 5, 1954, princi- 
pally because of the vacation absences 
of key persons from the city. Follow- 
ing this meeting, the City Plan Com- 
mission directed its staff to make further 
study of the subject and to report at 
its September meeting. 


5. At its meeing held September 2, 1954, 
the City Plan Commission, at the spe- 
cific request of the City Council, con- 
sidered the recommendation of the Police 
and Fire Board that the Todd Avenue 
site be used for the relocation of num- 
ber. five fire station. The action taken 
by the City Plan Commission was to 
disapprove the recommended Todd Ave- 
nue site for the following reasons: 


A. The Todd Avenue site does not ade- 
quately cover the area in event of 
further annexations. 


B. The Todd Avenue site would be out- 
side of the three-quarter mile high 
value range of the John Bean Co, 
and other industries in that area 
as recommended by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 


C. The Todd Avenue site would not 
cover the Colonial Village Subdi- 
vision. 


D. If the Todd Avenue site is used, 
eventually there will need to be two 
additional sites, whereas by proper 
location of a new station, one addi- 
tional station will be enough.

Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen : 


In response to directions to me, by the 
resolution of Mr. Perrin of September 13, 
1954, I have re-studied the decision of 
the Supreme Court, recently handed down, 
as it affected Midway Subdivision and the 
rights of residents thereof to be provided 
with City water. 


It must be borne in mind that that 
particular case was largely based upon 
contracts in writing and in existence, be- 
tween the City and subdividers for water 
services, all antedating the creation of 
Landel Metropolitan District. As you know, 
the Court held that these were valid con- 
tracts and that the City was bound to 
provide water for the benefit of those now 
living in the subdivision. 


So far as the area, in what is clearly 
referred to as Cedarbrook, is concerned, 
certain correspondence was carried on be- 
tween the subdividers, Lansing Improve- 
ment Company, a Michigan corporation, 
beginning about July 10, 1929, and the 
Board, and resulted in an understanding 
at least between the Board and the sub-

dividers relative to the construction of 
water mains in the subdivision on or 
about August 27, 1929. 


There was no formal written contract 
entered into. I believe, however, that the 
correspondence between the interested par- 
ties, being the Board on one hand, and 
the subdividers on the other, which resulted 
in construction of water mains within the 
subdivision, and the construction of a 
12-inch line from the then southerly City 
limits to a point at the intersection of 
Hamilton and Cedar Street at the expense 
of the subdividers and performance of the 
agreement between the twe bodies consti- 
tuted a completed contract. 


Prior to annexation of this area, on 
May 17, 1949, the Board leased these mains 
to Landel, reserving the right to take back 
the mains upon six month notice in case 
of annexation of the area. I, therefore, 
believe that the factual situation is suffi- 
ciently similar to Midway to justify the 
Board in serving notice of termination of 
the lease and at the end of six months 
the City should provide water for that area. 


There are other contracts upon which 
the Board should also serve notice of 
termination. It must be borne in mind 
that such contracts as are in existence be- 
tween the subdividers and the Board of 
Water and Electric Light Commisioners, 
and within the areas described, are the 
only ones whereby the decision in the 
Midway case authorizes the Board to 
serve water users.

Gentlemen : 


In accordance with your direction of 
September 138th, I have investigated the 
matter of providing sewerage service to 
the Cedarbrook area, presently served by 
the Lande] Metropolitan District. 


The Cedarbrook Subdiviion has a sewer 
collecting system, built by the subdivider, 
which carries the subdivision sewage to a 
point on the bank of the Holmes Drain 
where it is connected to the Landel Inter- 
cepting Sewer. Because of the existence 
of a high ridge along the north and the 
east sides of the subdivision, it is im- 
possible to divert the sewage from the 
Subdivision to the City Sewer System 
without pumping. 


A pumping station of sufficient capacity 
to serve the area would cost approximately 
$25,000.00 and the necessary pumping main 
$16,000.00, and alterations to existing grav- 
ity sewer in Grant Street from Paris to 
Greenlawn $4,000.00, making a_ total esti- 
mated cost of $45,000.00 to make possible 
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the suggested change. Operation of the 
pumping station will cost, not less than 
$1,000.00 per year.

Gentlemen: 


I have made a careful examination of 
an abstract, posted to April 30, 1954, cover- 
ing: 


The east 111% rods of Lot 6 of 
Block 244 of the Original Plat of the 
City of Lansing, 


and I am of the opinion there is a good 
merchantable title thereto in the Board 
of Education of the City of Lansing, free 
and clear of encumbrances. 


The north 80 feet of this parcel is that 
which the City proposes to buy for the 
opening of an east and west street. 


In addition to the agreed price for such 
80 feet of $26,664, it is indicated that the 
City should pay 48.48 per cent of the cost 
of razing the building now occupied by 
the Red Cross, the same percentage of 
insurance premiums in the interim, and of 
real estate taxes assessed. On the other 
hand, the City would be entitled to the 
same percentage of the rental to be had 
from the property until possession is sur- 
rendered by the present tenant. 


Accordingly, I am preparing an agree- 
ment between the apparent present owner 
of the property and the City, which will 
indicate that there will be some further 
obligations on the part of the City, perhaps, 
during the year 1955-1956.

Gentlemen: 


The Traffic Commission recommends that 
it be allowed to experiment with the park- 
ing meter limits and rates in the 200 
blocks of north and south Washington 
Avenue. 


You will recall that a preliminary report 
of the street parking habits of Lansing 
motorists, released by Ramp Buildings Cor- 
poration, indicated that 86% of the vehi- 
eles parked were legally parked and that 
14% of the vehicles parked were illegally 
parked in that they exceeded the legal 
limit. Of the 86% legally parked, they 
found that 27 minutes was the average 
time a space was occupied. 


For our own information, we ran checks 
of these two blocks every half hour from 
8:30 AM to 6:00 PM. Our results sub- 
stantiated Ramp’s report of the percentage 
of legal and illegal parkers. Being unable 
to have a constant check on each meter 
space, our percentage of space occupied 
over 30 minutes is higher than Ramp’s 
(27 minutes), but the number of spaces 
occupied up to 30 minutes in our check 
is interesting to note. We attach results 
of our checks. 


In view of the results of these two 
checks, the need to provide additional 
spaces, and as a means to drive out the 
small percentage who are using the park- 
ing space illegally, it is recommended that 
the time limit of the meters in these two 
blocks proposed to experiment with, be 
set at 30 minutes and that the accumula- 
tive 5 penny/1 nickel type mechanism be 
used with inerements of 6 minutes for 1 
penny up to 30 minutes for 5 pennies or 
1 nickel. 


It will be possible to change the present 
mechanisms to the 5 penny/1 nickel 30- 
minute limit type mechanism at a unit 
kit cost of $4.53 per meter. There are 
117 meters involved, which will call for 
a total expenditure of $531.01. This change 
can be accomplished within two weeks of 
approval.

the liabilities of the said proposed modified 
plan as of December 31, 1954, at the time 
that he prepares the regular annual valua- 
tion of liabilities of the present system and 
further that the Secretary inform the 
City Council as to our action,

Upon investigation of the matter of 
Social Security coverage for City of Lan- 
sing employees we have found that the first 
step must be to secure the report from 
the Actuary so that everyone concerned 
will be able to make an intelligent com- 
parison of our present plan with a modi- 
fied plan supplemented by Social Security. 


After this report has been received and 
if and when the Legislature has adopted 
the necessary legislation to make Social 
Security available, it would then be possi- 
ble to have an election by the membership 
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of the Employee’s Retirement System after 
90 days notice had been given.

Gentlemen: 


Relative to your reference of October 4 
and the “humping” of .freight cars on 
the Grand Trunk tracks, I discussed this 
matter with Mr. Collins of that company. 


He tells me that the operations, particu- 
larly with reference to the freight to be 
hauled from Oldsmobile, requires that the 
cars be in position for pick up at 6:30 in 
the morning of each business day. He says 
that due to the peculiar location of their 
switch tracks, along side the factory build- 
ings and next to the river, the noise made 
by the bumping of cars is more than might 
normally be expected. He had the super~ 
visor here some time ago, who discussed 
this complaint with one of the neighbors 
along Moores River Drive, and he thought 
that they had it worked out to her satis- 
faction. 


When Mr. Bradshaw's resolution was 
publicized, he said they issued a bulletin 
directing their personnel to use all possible 
precaution to minimize the noise as soon 
as possible. 


Under the circumstances, this would 
appear to be all that can be done, in view 
of the demand made for the readiness of 
their equipment the first thing in the 
morning.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced by Ald, Lavey, read a first and second time 
by its title and referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 6 of Article IV of an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets and alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for 
a traffic division within the police department, providing for the control, management and 
operation of parking lots under lease or ownership by the City, providing for licensing 
and regulation of bicycles within the City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 128, as 
amended, of the ordinances of the City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known 
as Ordinance No. 116 of the compilation of ordinances of 1940 and all other ordinances 
of the City of Lansing regulating traffic upon the streets of said City.” 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 6 of Article IV of an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance regulating 
traffic upon the public streets and alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for a traffic 
division within the police department, providing for the control, management and operation 
of parking lots under lease or ownership by the City, providing for licensing and regulation 
of bicycles within the City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as amended, of the 
ordinances of the City of Lansing, Ordinances 85, 167 and 265, also known as Ordinance 
No. 116 of the compilation of ordinances of 1940, and all other ordinances of the City of 
ce fede regulating traffic upon the streets of said City,’’ is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


ARTICLE IV. 
Traffic-Contro] Devices 


Sec. 1. Authority to install traffic-control devices.--The city traffic commission shall place 
and maintain traffic-control signs, signals, and devices when and as required under the 
traffic ordinances of this city to make effective the provisions of said ordinances, and may 
place and maintain such additional traffic-control devices as it may deem necessary to 
regulate traffic under the traffic ordinances of this city or under State law, or to guide 
or warn traffic, 





Sec. 2, Manual and specifications for traffic-contrel devices.—All traffie-control signs, 
signals, and devices shall conform to the manual on uniform traffic control devices for 
streets and highways. All signs and signals required hereunder for a particular purpose 
shall so far as practicable be uniform as to type and location throughout the city. All 
traffic-control devices so erected and not inconsistent with the provisions of State law 
or this ordinance shall be official traffic-control devices. 





Sec. 3. Obedience to official traffic-control devices.—The driver of any vehicle shall obey 
the instructions of any official traffic-control device applicable thereto placed in accordance 
with the traffic ordinance of this city, unless otherwise directed by a police officer, subject 
to the exceptions granted the driver of an authorized emergency vehicle in this ordinance. 


Sec. 4. When traffic devices required for enforcement purposes.—No provision of this 
ordinance for which signs are required shall be enforced against an alleged violator if at 
the time and place of the alleged violation an official sign is not in proper position and 
sufficiently legible to be seen by an ordinarily observant person. Whenever a particular 
section does not state that signs are required, such section shall be effective even though 
no signs are erected or in place. 


Sec. 5. Traffic-contro! signal legend.—Whenever traffic is controlled by traffic-control 
signals exhibiting different colored lights successively one at a time, or with arrows, the 
following colors only shall be used and said terms and lights shall’ indicate and apply to 
drivers of vehicles and pedestrians as follows: 


(a) Green alone. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal may proceed straight through or turn right or left 
unless a sign at such place prohibits either such turn. But vehicular traffic, including 
vehicles turning right or left, shall yield the right-of-way to other vehicles and to pedestrians 
pal within the intersection or an adjacent crosswalk at the time such signal is 
exhibited. 


(2) Pedestrians facing the signal may proceed across the roadway within any marked 
or unmarked crosswalk. 


(b) Yellow alone when shown following the green signal. 


{1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal is thereby warned that the red signal will be 
exhibited immediately thereafter and such vehicular traffic shall not enter or be crossing 
the intersection when the red signal is exhibited. 


(2) Pedestrians facing such signal are thereby advised that there is insufficient time to 
one bod dal and any pedestrian then starting to cross shall yield the right-of-way 
to all vehicles. 


{c) Red alone. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal shall stop before entering the crosswalk on the 
near side of the intersection or, if none, then before entering the intersection and shall 
remain standing until green is shown alone. 


(2) No pedestrian facing such signal shall enter the roadway unless he can do so safely 
and without interfering with any vehicular traffic. 
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(d) Red with green arrow. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing such signal may cautiously enter the intersection only to 
make the movement indicated by such arrow but shall yield the right-of-way to pedestrians 
lawfully within a crosswalk and to other traffic lawfully using the intersection. 


(2) No pedestrian facing such signal shall enter the roadway unless he can do so 
safely and without interfering with any vehicular traffic. 


(e) Red arrow flashing. 


(1) When a red arrow is illuminated by rapid intermittent flashes, drivers of vehicles 
shall stop before entering the nearest crosswalk at an intersection or at a limit line when 
marked and shall then be privileged to make the movement indicated: Provided, That no 
interference is offered pedestrians or vehicles lawfully on the highway. 


(2) No pedestrian facing such signal shall enter the highway unless he can do so safely 
and without interfering with any vehicular traffic. 


(f) In the event an officia) traffic-control signal is erected and maintained at a place 
other than an intersection, the provisions of this section shall be applicable except as to 
those provisions which by their nature can have no application. Any stop required shall 
be made at a sign or marking on the pavement indicating where the stop shall be made, 
but in the absence of any such sign or marking the stop shall be made at the signal. 


Sec. 6. Pedestrian walk-and-wait GR WALK-AND-DON’T-WALK signals.—Whenever 
special pedestrian control signals exhibiting the words ‘‘Walk’ or “Wait” OR “WALK” 
OR “DON’T WALK” are in place such signals shall indicate as follows: 


(a) Walk.—Pedestrians facing such signal may proceed across the roadway in the 
direction of the signal and shall be given the right-of-way by the drivers of all vehicles. 


(b) Wait OR DON’T WALK.—No pedestrian shall start to cross the roadway in the 
direction of such signal, but any pedestrian who has partially completed his crossing on 
the walk signal shall proceed to a sidewalk or safety zone while the wait OR DON’T WALK 
signal is showing. 


Sec. 7. Flashing signals——Whenever flashing red or yellow signals are used they shall 
require obedience by vehicular traffic as follows: 


(1) Flashing red (stop signal).—When a red lens is illuminated with rapid intermittent 
flashes, drivers of vehicles shall stop before entering the nearest crosswalk at an inter- 
section or at a limit line when marked, or, if none, then before entering the intersection, 
and the right to proceed shall be subject to the rules applicable after making a stop at a 
stop sign. 


(2) Flashing yellow (caution signal).—When a yellow lens is illuminated with rapid 
intermittent flashes, drivers of vehicles may proceed through the intersection or past such 
signal only with caution. 


Sec. 8. Display of unauthorized signs, signals, or markings.—(a) No person shall place, 
maintain, or display upon or in view of any highway any unauthorized sign, signal, marking, 
or device which purports to be or is an imitation of or resembles an official traffic-control 
device or railroad sign or signals, or which attempts to direct the movement of traffic, 
or which hides from view or interferes with the effectiveness of any official traffic-control 
device or any railroad sign or signal, and no person shall place or maintain nor shall any 
public authority permit upon any highway any traffic sign or signal bearing thereon any 
commercial advertising. This shall not be deemed to prohibit the erection upon private 
property adjacent to highways of signs giving useful directional information and of a type 
that cannot be mistaken for official signs. 





(b) Every such prohibited sign, signal, or marking is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance and the traffic engineer is hereby empowered to remove the same or cause it 
to be removed without notice. 


Sec. 9. Interference with official traffic-contro] devices or railroad signs or signals.— 
No person shall without lawful authority attempt to or in fact alter, deface, injure, knock 
down, or remove any official traffic-control device or any railroad sign or signal or any 
inseription, shield, or insignia thereon, or any other part thereof. 


Sec. 10, Authority to establish play streets.—The city council shall have authority to 
declare any street or part thereof a play street and to place appropriate signs or devices 
in the roadway indicating and helping to protect the same. 
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Sec. 11. Play streets.—Whenever authorized signs are erected indicating any street or 
part thereof as a play street, no person shall drive a vehicle upon any such street or portion 
thereof except drivers of vehicles having business thereon or whose residences are within 
such closed area, and then any said driver shall exercise the greatest care in driving upon 
any such street or portion thereof. 


Sec. 12. City traffic engineer to designate crosswalks, establish safety zones, and mark 
traffic lanes.—The city traffic engineer is hereby authorized—- 





(1) To designate and maintain, by appropriate devices, marks, or lines upon the surface 
of the roadway, crosswalks at intersections where in his opinion there is particular danger 
to pedestrians crossing the roadway, and at such other places as he may deem necessary. 


(2) To establish safety zones of such kind and character and at such places as he may 
deem necessary for the protection of pedsetrians, subject to the approval of the city council. 


(8) To mark lanes for traffic on street pavements at such places as he may deem 
advisable, consistent with the traffic ordinances of this city. 


This ordinance shall take effect on the date of its passing, after publication, by posting 
on the three City bulletin boards located in each ward of the City, and proof of such 
posting thereof is filed with the City Clerk. 


This ordinance deemed to be for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health 


or safety, shall take immediate effect.

Gentlemen: 


The motion of Alderman Bradshaw re- 
questing that I report to the Council on 
the authority of the Board of Appeals re- 
quires quite a lengthy statement of its 
creation and jurisdiction. 


Our Board of Appeals, under the Zoning 
Ordinance, by virtue of the statute, Sec- 
tion 5.29385 of the Michigan Statutes An- 
notated has jurisdiction ; 


1. To, in specific cases, after public 
notice and hearing, and subject to appro- 
priate conditions and safeguards, determine

and vary the application of the use, height 
and area district regulations herein estab- 
lished in harmony with their general pur- 
poses and intent, 


Following the above are seven sub-sec- 
tions, only two of which require discussion ; 
namely, sub-sections (6) and (7). 


Sub-section (6) provides: 


“To permit a variation in the yard 
requirements of any district where 
there are unusual practical difficulties 
or unnecessary hardships in the carry- 
ing out of these provisions due to an 
irregular shape of the lot, topographical 
or other conditions, provided such 
variation will not seriously affect any 
adjoining property or the general wel- 
fare.” 


In this sub-section situations present 
themselves wherein a determination of 
“gnusual practical difficulties or unneces- 
sary hardship’ would seem to grant the 
Board of Appeals a great amount of lati- 
tude. In fact, if read literally, this lan- 
guage would seem to substantially grant the 
Board of Appeals jurisdiction to override 
the judgment of the Building Commissioner 
and in fact by such action clearly avod the 
meaning of the Zoning Ordinance itself. 


I have never considered that such was the 
intention of this section of the Ordinance. 
I think it must be read in connection with 
all other sections and as the language 
states, the Board of Appeals must find that 
“such variation will not seriously affect any 
adjoining property or the general welfare.” 


Sub-section 7 is even more difficult to 
administer, particularly this type of lan- 
guage ‘whenever a property owner can 
show that a strict application of the terms 
of this ordinance relating to the use, con- 
struction or alteration of buildings or struc- 
tures or the use of land will impose upon 
him unusual practical difficulties or par- 
ticular hardship.” 


Again it would seem that zoning could 
lose its complete purpose, if the Board of 
Appeals were to exercise, in its discretion, 
the power granted it. The trouble with 
attempting to administer this section is that 
it may be said, under “unusual practical 
difficulties or particular hardship,” most 
any kind of a situation would be covered. 
However, our court, in cases appealed, has 
required definite findings of fact to be made 
by the Board of Appeals before the Board 
has authority to grant a variance. 


In a recent Grand Rapids case, Jones vs. 
DeVries, the court said the Board had no 
right to grant a variance which would en- 
able the applicant to tear down buildings 
in a residential area which were in fact 
old and located upon large lots, for the con- 
struction of a large apartment building and 
this I might add, in spite of the housing 
shortage, without the Board of Appeals 
having first found to exist that the land 
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in question cannot yield a reasonable re- 
turn if used only for a purpose allowed in 
that zone, that the plight of the owner is 
due to unique circumstances and not to 
the general conditions in the neighborhood 
that the use to be authorized by the vari- 
ance will not alter the essential character 
of the locality. The decision reversed the 
determination of the Board of Appeals. 


I appreciate this explanation defies under- 
standing, and I do not know how to make 
it any clearer, but I have long been con- 
vineed that our Board of Appeals have had 
far too many questions submitted to it for 
determination and its liberality in granting 
variance has perhaps been the reason for 
the many applications. 


I think appeals should be granted with 
much hesitancy for to do otherwise would 
be to assume a jurisdiction that would in 
effect amend the Zoning Ordinance which 
is entirely beyond its jurisdiction.

The City Plan Commission recommends 
that Section 10 (A) of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance be amended to read as follows: 


USE REGULATIONS 
“J” Parking District 


In the “J” Parking District, no land 
shall be used, and no building shall be 
hearafter erected, converted or structur- 
ally altered, unless otherwise provided in 
this ordinance. 


(1) Such Parking Districts shall be con- 
tiguous to a “D-M” Multiple Dwelling Dis- 
trict or a district of lower zoning classi- 
fication on at least one side, except for 
churches and hospitals; provided, however, 
that there may be a private driveway, or 
public alley, or street between such ‘J’’ 
Parking District and any such ‘“D-M” 
Multiple Dwelling or lower zoning classi- 
fication. 


(2) Entrances, exits and parking drives 
shall be not less than twelve (12) feet 
in width. 


(8) Such property shall be hard sur- 
faced with brick, concrete, or plant mixed 
bituminous material, and maintained in 
a usable dustproof condition. 


(4) Such property shall be used only 
for vehicle parking with no repair work, 
washing, greasing, or sale of merchandise 
or servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted at 
such hours and in such manner as may 
be determined by the City Plan Com- 
mission after notice to the petitioner, with 
opportunity to be heard, and after it is 
found that the following conditions make 
such requirements necessary in the interest 
of public safety and security, to wit: 


(1) That the property is to be used for 
parking during hours of darkness. 


(2) That the nearest lights now avail- 
able are not within proper distance 
to adequately light the property. 


(83) That there is not sufficient light at 
entrances and exits. 


(4) That there will not be an attendant 
on the property. 


(5) That hazards exist which can be 
eliminated or lessened by lighting. 


(6) Whenever a parking distyict boundary 
adjoins property zoned for any residential 
use, a dense evergreen planting or masonry 
wall or such other screening, as may be 
determined by the City Plan Commission, 
regarding type, height, location, and densi- 
ty, which will provide adequate protection 
to adjoining property and safety to per- 
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sons using the “J’’ Parking District and 
the surrounding areas and thoroughfares, 
and necessary curbs to protect such wall, 
shrubbery or other screening, shall be 
erected and maintained thereon. In mak- 
ing such determination the City Plan Com- 
mission shall take into consideration the 
following: 


(1) Location of property lines. 
(2) Zoning of adjoining properties. 


(3) Nature of the terrain of the adjoin- 
ing properties and area. 


{4) Loeations of entrances and exits to 
streets or alleys with respect to 
nature and amount of pedestrian 
and automotive traffic. 


(7) All street boundaries shall be treated 
the same as above where properties across 
the street are zoned “D’ Apartment or 
higher, except such portions as are used 
for entrances or exits. 


(8) Parking may be with or without 
charge. 


(9) No sign shall be erected upon such 
properties except not more than one (1) 
sign at each entrance to indicate the oper- 
ator, the purpose for which operated, and 
the parking rates. Such signs shall not 
exceed fifteen {15) square feet in area, 
shall not extend more than ten (10) feet 
in height above the nearest curb, and shall 
be entirely upon the property so zoned. 


(10) Plans for the development of any 
property so zoned must he approved by 
the Building Commissioner before construc- 
tion is started, and no such land shall be 
used for “J” Parking until all the require- 
ments of this ordinance shall have been 
eomplied with and approved by the Building 
Commissioner. In the event of disapproval, 
the Building Commissioner shall give his 
reasons in writing to the property owner 
or lessee. A copy of such disapproval shall 
be kept on file in the Building Commission- 
er’s office.

Gentlemen: 
We are furnishing you with one set of prints of each of the following studies: 
Townsend Street—-Scheme A--Capacity 501 cars—4 sheets. 
Townsend Street—Scheme B—Capacity 513 cars-—4 sheets. 
S. Grand Ave.—Scheme A—Capacity 350 cars—3 sheets. 
S. Grand Ave——Scheme B—-Capacity 380 cars—4 sheets. 


We are including also one copy of a detailed Preliminary Estimate of Cost for each of 
the above Schemes together with a Preliminary Estimate of Cost for construction of a 
concrete retaining wall to extend the present parking Jot on S. Grand Avenue. All schemes 
presented for parking garages are of flat slab type construction with reinforced concrete 
gr and girders, giving a clearance from floor to girder of appoximately 7 feet and 

inches. 


Townsend Street — Scheme A 


This scheme has 5 floors and is a continuous ramp with grades throughout of approxi- 
mately 4.4%. The entrance is from Townsend Street approximately in the center of the 
present parking area. The first fioor is below street elevation a maximum of 6.5 feet. The 
second, third fourth and fifth floors are above street elevation at 10 foot intervals. The 
total capacity is 501 ears with an approximate cost of $1150 per car. This scheme provides 
two elevators, one at each of the front corners, stairways and toilet facilities. 


Townsend Street — Scheme B 


This scheme has five floors with a capacity of 5138 cars at an approximate cost of $1100 
per car. It is of continuous ramp type with grades throughout of approximately 3.0%. 
The entrance is at the northwest corner of the present parking area. The first floor is 
below street elevation a maximum of 5 feet. The second, third, fourth and fifth floors are 
above street elevation at 10 foot intervals. This scheme provides one elevator at the 
northwest corner, toilet facilities, and stairways at the two front corners. We believe 
this scheme to be the most feasible of the four studies made since it is the most economical 
and has the least grade on the ramps. 


South Grand Avenue—Scheme A 


This scheme has 3 floors with a total capacity of 350 cars at an approximate cost of 
$1400 per car. It is based on the assumption that the Lawrence Building, 1861 House, 
and Fire Alarm Building would remain at their present location and that a_ retaining 
wall will be constructed along Grand River, Each deck is level with ramps of approxi- 
mately 15% grade providing access. The lower deck is approximately 10 feet below Grand 
Avenue street level and has its entrance opposite Allegan Street and exit behind the 
Kehoe Pontiac Garage. The street deck has entrance and exit opposite Allegan Street. 
The upper deck has its entrance and exit ramps behind the Fire Alarm Building. The 
deck elevations are at 10 foot intervals. This scheme provides no elevator but has toilet 
facilities and a stairway at the southwest corner and walking ramps at the north end. 
A snow dump balcony is provided on the street deck. 
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South Grand Avenue — Scheme B 


This scheme has 3 floors with a total capacity of 380 cars at an approximate cost of 
$1800 per car. It is of continuous ramp type with grades of approximately 4%. The 
lower deck is below Grand Avenue elevation a maximum of approximately 16 feet and has 
entrance and exit at the sovffhwest corner adjacent to Kehoe Pontiac. The street deck 
has entrance and exit between the Fire Alarm Building and the 1861 House. The upper 
deck has entrance and exit opposite Allegan Street. The deck elevations are at 10 feet 
intervals. This scheme has no elevator. Toilet facilities are provided. A stairway is pro- 
vided at the southwest corner and walks and stairway serve each level at the north end. 


We wish to state that these studies are only preliminary and that the estimates submitted 
will be subject to increase or decrease depending upon foundation conditions and other 
information or conditions arising from a more complete study. 


The present parking lot on Townsend Street accommodates 106 cars. The parking lots 
on Grand Avenue, which occupy the site of the proposed parking garage, at present 
accommodate approximately 150 cars. 


In connection with the parking garage on Townsend Street, we would point out that 
a better access to the business area and a substantial reduction in ramp grades could be 
effected if the properties from 213 Washtenaw Street west to Townsnd Street could be 
acquired and the parking garage extended north to Washtenaw Street. 


We will be glad to discuss any details of these preliminary studies with you further if 
you so desire or extend these studies as you may suggest.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Lavey, read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend sub-sections (1), 
(2) and (7); to repeal sub-sections (5), 
(6), (8), (9), (10) and (11) and to adopt 
new sub-sections (5), (6), (8), (9) and (10) 
of Section 10 (A) and to amend Section 
19 by adding thereto a new sub-section 
(1) of an ordinance entitled, “An Ordi- 
nance to regulate and restrict the locations 
of trades and industries and the location 
of buildings designed for specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk 
of buildings hereafter erected or altered, 
to regulate and determine the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces sur- 
rounding buildings, to limit and restrict 
the maximum number of families which 
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may be housed in dwellings hereafter 
erected or altered, and for said purposes 
to divide the city into districts and within 
such districts to regulate and restrict the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, al- 
teration, repair or use of buildings, struc- 
tures and land, to provide for the 
administration of said regulations, and to 
prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
zoning ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith.” 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sub-sections (1), (2) and 
(7) of Section 10 (A) are hereby amended 
and Sub-sections (5), (6), (8), (9), (10) 
and (11) are hereby repealed and new 
Sub-sections (5), (6), (8), (9) and (10) 
all of Section 10 (A) of an ordinance 
entitled, “An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings designed for 
specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purposes to divide the city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations, 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the zoning ordinance passed June 13th. 
1927, and all amendments thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith” are hereby amended 
and a new sub-section (1) is hereby added 
to Section 19 to read as follows: 


SECTION 10 (A) 
Use Regulations 
“J” Parking District 


In the “J” Parking District, no land 
shall be used, and no building shall be 
hereafter erected, converted or structurally 
altered, unless otherwise provided in this 
ordinance. 


(1) Such Parking District shall be con- 
tiquous to a “D-M” Multiple Dwelling 
District or a district of lower zoning 
classification on at least one side, EXCEPT 
FOR CHURCHES AND HOSPITALS; 
Provided, however, that there may be a 
private driveway, or public alley, OR 
STREET between such “J” Parking Dis- 
trict and any such “D-M” Multiple Dwell- 
ing or lower zoning classification. 


(2) Entrances, exits and parking drives 
er gag not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width. 
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(3) Such property shall be hard sur- 
faced with brick, concrete, or plant mixed 
bituminous material, and maintained in a 
usable dustproof condition. 


(4) Such property shall be used only 
for vehicle parking with no repair work, 
washing, greasing, or sale of merchandise 
or servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted at 
such hours and in such manner as may be 
determined by the City Plan Commission 
after notice to the petitioner, with oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and after it is found 
that the following conditions make such 
requirements necessary in the interest of 
public safety and security, to wit: 


(1) That the property is to be used 
for parking during hours of dark- 
ness. 


(2) That the nearest lights now avail- 
able are not within proper dis- 
tance to adequately light the 
property. 


(3) That there is not sufficient light 
at entrances and exits. 


(4) That there will not be an at- 
tendant on the property. 


(5) That hazards exist which can be 
eliminated or lessened by lighting. 


(6) Whenever a parking district bound- 
ary adjoins property zoned for any resi- 
dential use, a dense evergreen planting 
or masonry wall or such other screening, 
as may be determined by the City Plan 
Commission, regarding type, height, loca- 
tion, and density, which will provide 
adequate protection to adjoining property 
and safety to persons using the “J’’ Park- 
ing District and the surrounding areas 
and thoroughfares, and necessary curbs to 
protect such wall, shrubbery or other 
screening, shall be erected and main- 
tained thereon. In making such determina- 
tion the City Plan Commission shall take 
into consideration the following: 


(1) Location of property lines. 
(2) Zoning of adjoining properties. 


(3) Nature of the terrain of the ad- 
joining properties and area. 


(4) Locations of entrances and exits . 
to streets or alleys with respect to 
nature and amount of pedestrian 
and automotive traffic. 


(7) _ All street boundaries shall be 
treated the same as above WHERE PROP- 
ERTIES ACROSS THE STREET ARE 
ZONED “D” APARTMENT OR HIGH- 
ER, except such portions as are used for 
entrances or exits, 


(8) PARKNIG MAY BE WITH OR 
WITHOUT CHARGE. 
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(9) NO SIGN SHALL BE ERECTED 
UPON SUCH PROPERTIES EXCEPT 
NOT MORE THAN ONE (1) SIGN AT 
EACH ENTRANCE TO INDICATE THE 
OPERATOR, THE PURPOSE FOR 
WHICH OPERATED, AND THE PARK- 
ING RATES. SUCH SIGNS SHALL NOT 
EXCEED FIFTEEN (15) SQUARE FEET 


MORE THAN TEN (10) FEET IN 
HEIGHT ABOVE THE NEAREST CURB, 
AND SHALL BE ENTIRELY UPON 
THE PROPERTY SO ZONED. 


(10) PLANS FOR THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF ANY PROPERTY SO ZONED 
MUST BE APPROVED BY THE BUILD- 
ING COMMISSIONER BEFORE CON- 
STRUCTION IS STARTED, AND NO 
SUCH LAND SHALL BE USED FOR “J” 
PARKING UNTIL ALL THE REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF THIS ORDINANCE SHALL 
HAVE BEEN COMPLIED WITH AND 
APPROVED BY THE BUILDING COM- 
MISSIONER. IN THE EVENT OF DIS- 
APPROVAL, THE BUILDING COMMIS- 
SIONER SHALL GIVE HIS REASONS 
IN WRITING TO THE PROPERTY 
OWNER OR LESSEE. A COPY OF SUCH 
DISAPPROVAL SHALL BE KEPT ON 
FILE IN THE BUILDING COMMISSION- 
ER’S OFFICE. 


SECTION 19 
Height and Area Exceptions 


The foregoing requirements in the 
height and area districts shall be subject 
to the following exceptions and regula- 
tions: 


Height 


(a) Public, semi-public or public service 
buildings, hospitals, institutions, or schools, 
when permitted in a district, may be 
erected to a height not exceeding sixty 
(60) feet, and churches and temples may 
be erected to a height not exceeding 
seventy-five (75) feet if the building is set 
back from each yard line at one (1) foot 
for each foot of additional building height 
above the height limit otherwise provided 
= * district in which the building is 
uilt. 


(b) One-family dwellings in the thirty- 
five foot height district may be increased 
in height by not more than ten (10) feet 
when two (2) side yards of not less than 
fifteen (15) feet each are provided. Such 
dwellings, however, shall not exceed three 
(8) stories in height. 


(¢) Chimney, towers, penthouses, scen- 
ery, lofts, sugar refineries, monuments, 
cupolas, domes, spires, false mansards, 
parapet walls, similar structures and 
necessary mechanical appurtenances may 
be erected to a height in accordance with 
existing or hereafter adopted ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


(d) On through lots one hundred and 
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fifty (150) feet or less in depth the height 
of a building may be measured from the 
curb level on either street. On through 
lots more than one hundred and fifty 
(150) feet in depth the height regulations 
and basis or height measurements for the 
street permitting the greater height shall 
apply to a depth of not more than one 
ui igg and fifty (150) feet from the 
street. 


{e) In the “G’” Business District for 
a building located on a lot at the inter- 
section of streets and different widths 
the volume permitted on the wider street 
shall be allowed along the narrower street 
for a distance not to exceed one hundred 
and fifty (150) feet. 


(f) That in the “D-M” Multiple Dwell- 
ing District when the total land area on 
which an apartment house is to be built 
is one hundred thousand (100,000) or more 
square feet and is surrounded on all sides 
by public streets (not alleys) the height 
and area regulations for the “D-M” Multi- 
ple Dwelling District shall be waived and 
the height and area regulations for the 
“Dp” Apartment District shall apply, except 
that an additional set back from each 
boundary line of one (1) foot for each 
one (1) foot in height above forty-five (45) 
feet or three (3) stories be required. 


AREA 


(a) For the purpose of side yard regu- 
lations, a two-family dwelling shall be 
ilar as one building occupying one 
ot. 


(b) In the case of group houses or 
court apartments, buildings may rear upon 
the required side yard, provided: 


First: For group houses the required 
side yard shall be increased by one 
(1) foot for each building abutting 
thereon. 


Second: For apartment houses the re- 
quired side yard shall be increased 
by one (1) foot for each stairway 
ee onto or served by such side 
yard. 


Third: The width of the place or court 
shall not be less than three (8) times 
the width of the side yard as re- 
quired in this provision, provided 
that open unenclosed porches may 
project into a required place or 
court not more than twenty (20) 
per cent of the width of said place 
or court. 


Fourth: Where a roadway is provided 
in the place or court, the width 
for such roadway shall be in_addi- 
tion to the width required above. 


Fifth: All other requirements includ- 
ing front, side and rear yards shall 
be complied within accordance with 
the district in which such group 
houses or court apartments are 
located. 
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(ec) The side yard requirements for 
dwellings shall be waived where dwellings 
are erected above stores or shops, except 
as provided in the “E’’ Apartment-Shop 
District. 


. (d) In computing the depth of a rear 
yard for any building where such yard 
opens onto an alley, one-half of such 
alley may be assumed to be a portion of 
the rear yard. 


(e) An accessory building not exceeding 
fifteen feet (15) in height may occupy not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of a re- 
quired rear yard. 


(f) Every part of a required yard or 
court shall be open from its lowest point 
to the sky wnobstructed, except for the 
ordinary projection of sills, belt courses, 
cornices, buttresses, ornamental features 
and eaves; provided, however, that none 
of the above projections shall project into 
a minimum court more than six (6) inches 
nor into a minimum side yard more than 
twenty-four (24) inches. 


(¢) No cornices shall project over the 
street line more than five (5) per cent 
of the width of such street, and in no 
case project more than four (4) feet. 


(h) -Open or enclosed fire escapes, fire- 
proof outside stairways and balconies pro- 
jecting into a minimum yard or court 
nor more than three and one-half (314) 
feet, and the ordinary projection of chim- 
neys and flues may be permitted by the 
Building Commissioner where same are 
so placed as not to obstruct the light and 
ventilation. 


(j), Whenever a new fireproof apartment 
building shall be erected in the “G’ Busi- 
ness District all land area requirements 
shall be waived, 


(k) Whenever a commercial building is 
erected or structurally altered in a com- 
mercial district which abuts upon a “J” 
parking district extending thru the block 
from one street to another street or public 
alley, the rear yard requirement shall be 
reduced to a minimum of not less than 
ten (10) feet. 


(1) WHENEVER A COMMERCIAL 
BUILDING IS ERECTED OR STRUC- 
TURALLY ALTERED IN A COMMER- 
CIAL DISTRICT WHICH ABUTS AT 
THE REAR UPON A “J” PARKING 
DISTRICT, THE REAR YARD _ RE- 
QUIREMENTS SHALL BE WAIVED.

ORDINANCES 


AN ORDINANCE granting to Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a Michigan corpor- 
ation, its successors and assigns, the right 
to own and operate a city bus transporta- 
tion system for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing, for a period of Ten (10) years 
and to repeal all ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith. 


The City of Lansing ordains that: 


Section 1. Definition of Terms. The 
term ‘Company’ shall mean Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a corporation organ- 
ized and existing under the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and its successors and 
assigns. The term “City” shall mean the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, a Michigan 
Municipal Corporation, except when used in 
a territorial sense, when it shall be held 
to mean and include not only the present 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing, 
but the corporate limits as they may here- 
after be extended. The term “City Coun- 
cil” shall mean the present governing 
body of the City or the incumbents of any 
offices hereafter created by law or by 
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charter, performing similar functions, or 
any other body or Commission which may 
by the charter of the City of Lansing 
hereafter be granted jurisdiction over city 
bus transportation systems. The term 
“Transit Commission’? shall mean the body 
created by Section 317 of Chapter 21 of 
the Charter of the City of Lansing or any 
other body or Commission which may by 
charter of the City of Lansing be here- 
after granted jurisdiction succeeding that 
now vested by said Section 317 in the 
Transit Commission over public carriers 
of persons operating within the City of 
Lansing. The term ‘Streets’? means the 
streets, avenues, alleys, bridges and other 
public places in the city however they may 
be designated. 


Sec. 2. Nature and Term of Grant. The 
authority, right and privilege of operating 
motor vehicles within the City of Lansing 
upon and over the roads, streets, avenues, 
alleys, highways and public places within 
the limits of the City of Lansing, as now 
constituted or as hereinafter lawfully ex- 
tended during the period of the grant 
herein, for the purpose of transporting 
passengers for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing, be and hereby is granted and 
secured to Inter-City Coach Line Company, 
a Michigan corporation, its successors and 
assigns, for a period of Ten (10) years, 
subject to the terms, conditions and re- 
strictions hereinafter mentioned. 


Sec. 8. Buses or Vehicles. The charac- 
ter and type of transportation equipment 
shall consist of motor buses propelled by 
power generated by gasoline. electricity 
or otherwise. The Grantee shall provide 
and maintain sufficient motor bus equip- 
ment to furnish reasonable transportation 
service and shall maintain the same in a 
safe, dependable and sanitary condition. 


Sec. 4. Routes and Schedules. Regular 
motor bus transportation service shall he 
established, operated and regularly main- 
tained on the routes established by the 
license therefor in effect on the date hereof. 
Provided, however, that temporary re- 
routing in cases of emergency may be 
made with the approval of the Transit 
Commission. The Transit Commission may 
from time to time order reasonable and 
Necessary extensions or eliminations of 
routes, lines or service, but any such order 
may be made only after proper notice to 
Grantee and after an_ opportunity for 
public hearing thereon. Within thirty (30) 
days after the issuance of any such order 
Grantee may question the reasonableness 
of the extension or eliminations ordered 
and the same shall be submitted _to a board 
of arbitrators as provided in Section 834 
of the present Charter of the City of 
Lansing. The findings of such board of 
arbitrators shall be final and shall be 
binding upon the parties at interest. Should 
the said board of arbitrators uphold the 
Transit Commission in ordering such ex- 
tension or changes, the failure of Grantee 
to comply with such order within sixty 
(60) days shall constitute a cause for 
forfeiture of this franchise, which may be 
declared by the Transit Commission. Ad- 
justments in schedules may be made by 
Grantee to meet varying conditions, sub- 
ject to Transit Commission approval. 
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Sec. 5. Stop Zones. Subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council, Grantee may 
designate bus stops and shall designate 
the same with markers indicating to the 
traveling public where the buses stop. 
At all such designated stops on the motor 
bus routes of Grantee, the City shall set 
aside an adequate space or zone in which 
vehicles shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with bus operations. The City shall 
also establish and enforce such traffic 
rules and regulations as shall serve to 
expedite the movement of Grantee’s buses. 


Sec. 6. Fares. The maximum fares to 
be charged by the Grantee for the trans- 
portation of persons shall be as follows: 


Such fares as are established by_ the 
Transit Commission of the City of Lan- 
sing in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 317, as amended, of the Charter 
of the City of Lansing. 


The Grantee is hereby prohibited from 
making any unjust discrimination in the 
matter of rates, charges or character of 
service and is prohibited from giving or 
granting, either directly or indirectly, any 
pass, frank, free ticket or free service to 
any person whomsoever, except to its own 
employees when traveling on business of 
the company and to the employees of the 
fire and police departments of the City 
of Lansing when in uniform. 


Sec. 7. Arbitration. Whenever arbitra- 
tration is required under the present Char- 
ter of the City of Lansing or is allowed 
or provided for in this franchise. the arbi- 
trators shall be chosen in the following 
manner: Grantee, within ten (10) days 
after claiming such arbitration, shall name 
two (2) arbitrators the Council within 
ten (10) days after notice thereof shall 
name two (2) arbitrators within ten (10) 
days after their appointment, the four (4) 
arbitrators so chosen, shall name a fifth 
(5th) arbitrator. If the said arbitrators 
are unable to agree upon a fifth (5th) arbi- 
trator, within ten (10) days thereafter 
said arbitrators shall choose the chairman 
of the Michigan Public Service Commission 
or its successor as the fifth (5th) arbitra- 
tor, or in case such chairman is not avail- 
able, then such member thereof as the 
Michigan Public Service Commission or its 
successor shall designate shall be chosen 
as the fifth (5th) arbitrator. 


Sec, 8, Value. The value of the property 
of Grantee within the city, and of such 
portion of the property beyond the city 
limits as is actually and necessarily used 
in, belonging to, and a part of the local 
service, is hereby fixed at the sum of 
Seven Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($750,000.00). 


Sec. 9. Reports. Not later than ninety 
(90) days after the close of each fiscal 
year of Grantee, Grantee shall make and 
file with the City Clerk a verified report 
showing its assets and liabilities at the 
elose of such fiscal year and a detailed 
statement of its operations for such fiscal 
year. ‘The Council shall prescribe the 
form of reports to be made by said Grantee 
and to what accounts and under what heads 
the different character of items and ex- 
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penditures shall be charged and reported, 
and shall retain the right to supervise the 
accounting methods used in compiling the 
said reports. All the records, books of 
accounts, contracts, vouchers and other 
documents or papers of Grantee shall at 
all times during business hours be open 
to the inspection of the Council, Mayor or 
other representatives of the City author- 
ized by the Council, who may make tran- 
scripts thereof in whole or in part. 


Sec. 10. Insurance. Grantee shall obtain 
and file with the City Clerk of the City and 
continue the same in full force and effect 
during the period of this grant, a policy 
or policies of liability insurance or a bond 
or bonds of indemnity, as Grantee may 
elect, conditioned for the benefit of per- 
sons suffering injury, loss or damage to 
person or property by virtue of the negli- 
gent operation, condition or maintenance 
of motor bus transportation equipment by 
Grantee, which policy or policies or bond 
or bonds shall be in companies or with 
sureties to be approved by the City Coun- 
cil. Such poliey or policies or bond or 
bonds shall be in the sum of not less than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the 
injury or death of any one person, and 
not less than the sum of One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) for the in- 
jury or death of all persons affected by 
any one accident, and not less than the 
sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) 
for damage to property in any one acci- 
dent, Such coverage shall be for all 
transportation vehicles used for service 
herein authorized and shall continue un- 
diminished. Insurance or bonds in the 
amounts not less than those specified herein 
shall be in effect during the entire time 
such motor buses are in operation under 
this grant. 


The foregoing provisions of this section 
may be adjusted by agreement between the 
City Council and Grantee provided that 
such adjustments adequately protect the 
public and the City. 


Sec. 11. Company to Save City Harmless. 
The Grantee shall at all times save the 
City harmless from any and all damages, 
lawful claims and demands for injury to 
person or property which may be made 
against the City in any manner growing 
out of the maintenance or operation or 
both of such motor buses or any equip- 
ment of the Grantee, and in case suit 
shall be filed against the City either inde- 
pendently or jointly with Grantee to re- 
cover on account of any such claims or 
damages, Grantee on notice to it by the 
City, shall defend the City against such 
action and in the event a judgment shall 
be obtained against the City, either inde- 
pendently of, or jointly with, Grantee, on 
account solely of the acts of Grantee, 
Grantee shall pay such judgment with all 
Fniend and hold the City harmless there- 
rom. 


Sec, 12. Franchise Fees. Compensation 
for franchise. Grantee shall pay to the 
City of Lansing on or before the 15th day 
of April of each year, during the period 
the franchise granted by this ordinance is 
in effect, the sum of Thirty-Six Dollars 
($36.00) for each bus owned, leased or 
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operated by Grantee under this franchise 
for the right to use the streets, alleys and 
other public thoroughfares as herein grant- 
ed, the same to be in lieu of any kind and 
all other license fees and/or charges now 
or hereafter levied on account of the use 
thereof. 


Sec. 18. Regulation of Safety. The Coun- 
cil may from time to time make all regula- 
tions which it shall deem necessary to 
secure, in the most ample manner, the 
safety, welfare, and convenience of the 
public. 


See. 14, Rights of Purchase. The Gran- 
tee by the acceptance of this ordinance 
hereby grants to the City, and the City 
reserves unto itself, the right, at the 
termination of this grant, or any renewal 
hereof, and also at Ten (10) years from 
the time of the taking effect of this grant, 
and at any five (5) year period thereafter, 
or upon the forfeiture thereof, upon giving 
at least six (6) months’ previous notice in 
writing of its intentions so to do, to ac- 
quire by purchase the tangible property of 
Grantee within the City or elsewhere, used 
in connection with the local bus transpor- 
tation business covered by this ordinance, 
upon the terms and conditions provided in 
Section 327 of the present Charter of the 
City of Lansing; provided, however, that 
if the right to purchase shall be exercised 
by the City at the end of the first Ten (10) 
year period or at any five (5) year period 
thereafter, then, except in cases of for- 
feiture, there shall be added as part of 
the purchase price to the cash value of 
the property, determined as provided in 
Section 327 of the Charter two and one- 
half (2%) per cent of the amount thereof. 


Sec. 15, Assignment of Franchise. Nei- 
ther this franchise nor any rights herein 
shall be assigned, transferred, sold, or 
sub-let, in whole or in part, either directly 
or indirectly, without the express consent 
of the City Council first obtained by ordi- 
nance duly enacted, 


Sec. 16, Forfeiture. This franchise may 
be forfeited by appropriate judicial pro- 
eeedings or the City Council may at any 
time declare a forfeiture of this grant for 
the violation or default by the Grantee of 
any of the terms hereof, provided that none 
of the terms of this grant shall be deemed 
to be violated so as_ to permit of such 
forfeiture unless the Grantee shall first be 
given written notice of such violation or 
default, which notice shall state with 
particularity wherein such violation or 
default consists, and of the intent to 
declare a forfeiture, and thereafter if such 
violation or default shall continue for a 
period of more than sixty (60) days after 
the receipt by the Grantee of such written 
notice, all the rights and privileges had 
by the Grantee under the provisions of 
this ordinance may be forthwith declared 
forfeited and revoked; provided, however, 
that the Grantee shall not be deemed to 
be in default in the performance of any 
provisions of this grant, nor shall any 
forfeiture be invoked for any violation of 
or failure to perform any provisions here- 
of, due to strikes, lockouts, civil insurrec- 
tion and disorder, acts of God, or any other 
causes beyond the control of the Grantee. 
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See. 17, Invalidity. Each section of this 
ordinance and each part of each section 
hereof is hereby declared to be an inde- 
pendent section or part of section, and the 
holding of any section or part thereof to 
be unconstitutional, void, illegal, ineffec- 
tive or contrary to the provisions of the 
Charter of the City, or the amendments 
thereto, or the laws of the State of Michi- 
gan, for any reason, shall not affect any 
other section or part of a section of this 
ordinance. 


See. 18. Acceptance and Submission to 
Vote of the Electors. This ordinance or 
the franchise hereby granted shall be 
without effect unless the same shall be 
accepted in writing filed with the City 
Clerk by the Grantee within two (2) 
months from the passage hereof. Upon 
such acceptance, however, this ordinance 
shall be submitted to the electors of the 
City of Lansing for their approval at the 
next regular election to be held in said 
City within six (6) months after the adop- 
tion of this ordinance, and upon the ap- 
proval thereof by at least three-fifths 
(3/5ths) of the qualified electors voting 
thereon, shall become effective; otherwise 
to be of no force and effect. 


Sec. 19. Inconsistent Ordinances. All 
ordinances contrary to or inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinanee and the 
franchise thereby granted are, in the event 
of the taking effect hereof pursuant to a 
vote of the electors as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, repealed.

Sec. 3. Intersections where stop required.—Where so determined by this ordinance or any 
amendment thereto that particular haazrds exist upon other than through streets there 
shall be placed and maintained stop signs at the entrance to any such intersection at which 
all motor vehicles shall stop before entrance thereon. 


Sec. 4. Signs to bear the word “stop”.—Every sign erected pursuant to this article shall 
bear the word “Stop” in letters not less than six inches in height and such sign shall at 
night time be rendered luminous by steady or flashing internal illumination, or by a fixed 
floodlight projected on the face of the sign, or by efficient reflecting elements on the face 
of the sign. Every stop sign shall be located as near as practicable at the nearest line 
of eee crosswalk on the near side of the intersection or, if none, at the nearest line of the 
roadway. 


Sec. 5. Vehicles to stop at stop signs.—When stop signs are erected as herein provided at 
or near the entrance to any intersection, every driver of a vehicle shall stop such vehicle 
at such sign or at a clearly marked stop line before entering the intersection AND SHALL 
PROCEED INTO THE INTERSECTION ONLY WHEN SUCH MOVEMENT CAN BE 
MADE IN SAFETY AND WITHOUT INTERFERRING WITH OTHER TRAFFIC, except 
when directed to proceed by a police officer or traffic-control signal. 


Sec. 6. Emerging from alley or private driveway.—The driver of a vehicle emerging from 
an alley, driveway, or building shall stop such vehicle immediately prior to driving onto a 
sidewalk or onto the sidewalk area extending across any alleyway, yielding the right-of-way 
to any pedestrian as may be necessary to avoid collision, and upon entering the roadway 
shall yield the right-of-way to all vehicles approaching on said roadway. 


Sec. 7. Stop when traffic obstructed.—No driver shall enter an intersection or a marked 
crosswalk unless there is sufficient space on the other side of the intersection or crosswalk 
to accommodate the vehicle he is operating without obstructing the passage of other vehicles 
or pedestrians, notwithstanding any traffic-control signal indication to proceed. 





Sec. 8. Stop required in obedience to signal indicating approach of train.—(a) Whenever 
any person driving a vehicle approaches a highway or railway grade crossing and a clearly 
visible and positive signal gives warning of the immediate approach of a railway train 
or car, it shall be unlawful for the driver of the vehicle to fail to stop the vehicle before 
traversing such grade crossing. 

(b) No person shall drive any vehicle through, around, or under any crossing gate or 
barrier at a railroad grade crossing while such gate or barrier is closed or is being 
opened or closed.

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. 
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It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop stré¢et, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word ‘‘Stop’’ and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible 
from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street. 

STOP STREETS 

Sec. 2. In accordance with Sec. 8 of Article VIII the following intersections of streets 
are hereby designated at which the Traffic Commission may erect at one or more entrances 
thereto stop signs of the type and to have the effect of the stop signs: 

On Albert Street at both entrances to Cowles Street. 

On Beaver Street at both entrances to Center Street. 

On Birch Street at both entrances to St. Joseph Street. 

On Butler Blvd, at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Butler Blvd. at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 

On Chestnut Street at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On East Street at north entrance to McKinley Street. 

On Elizabeth Street at both entrances to Shepard Street. 

On East High Street at entrance to North High Street. 

On Forbes Street at both entrances to Inverness Avenue. 

On Ionia Street at Walnut Street. 

On Herbert Street at both entrances to Isbell Street. 

On Main Street at both entrances to Shepard Street. 

On Michigan Avenue at both entrances to Butler Boulevard. 

On Pine Street and Grand River Avenue at all entrances to the intersection. 

On Saginaw Street east bound at Washington Avenue. 

On Seymour Avenue at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Sycamore Street at both entrances to Ionia Street. 

On Sycamore Street at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 


On Townsend Street at both entrances to Washtenaw Street. 
On Washtenaw Street at Walnut Street. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Miscellaneous Driving Rules 


Sec. 1. Following fire apparatus prohibited.—It shall be unlawful for the driver of any 
vehicle, other than one on official business, to follow closely any fire apparatus. traveling in 
response to a fire alarm, or to drive into or stop any vehicle within the block where fire 
apparatus has stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 


Sec. 2. Crossing fire hose—No vehicle shall be driven over any unprotected hose of the 
fire department when laid down on any street, or private driveway to he used at any fire 
or alarm of fire without the consent of the fire department official in.command. 


Sec. 8. Driving through funeral or other procession.-No driver of a vehicle shall drive 
between the vehicles comprising a funeral or other authorized procession while they are in 
motion and when such vehicles are conspicuously designated as required in this ordinance. 
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Sec. 4. Drivers in a procession.—Each driver in a funeral or other procession shall drive 
ag near to the right-hand edge of the roadway as practical and shall follow the vehicle 
ahead as close ag is practicable and safe. 


Sec. 5. Funeral procession to be identified—All motor vehicles forming a funeral pro- 
cession when going to any place of burial shall have the right-of-way over all other vehicles, 
except fire apparatus, ambulances and police patrol vehicles at any street intersection within 
this city; Provided, That each vehicle in such funeral procession shall have displayed on 
the front thereof a flag which shall be white in color and upon which shall be printed or 
stained a purple cross, or the Star of David. 


Sec. 6. When permits required for parades and processions.—No parade or procession of 
persons excepting the forces of the United States Army or-Navy, the military forces of this 
state or the forces of the police and fire departments, shall occupy, march or proceed along 
any street in the City of Lansing until a permit therefor has been obtained from the chief of 
police or city council which permit may designate the routes of said parade or procession. 





Sec. 7, Vehicles shall not be driven on a sidewalk.—The driver of a vehicle shall not drive 
within any sidewalk area except at a permanent or temporary driveway, or park within 
said area. No vehicle shall be driven over or across the curb of any street. 


Sec. 8. Limitations on backing.—The driver of a vehicle shall not back the same unless 
gpehs movement can be made with reasonable safety and without interfering with other 
traffic. 


Sec. 9. Riding on motorcycles.—A person operating a motorcycle shall not ride other than 
upon the permanent and regular seat attached thereto or carry any other person nor shall 
any other person ride upon such motorcycle other than upon a firmly attached seat to the 
rear or side of the operator. 


Sec. 10. Clinging to moving vehicles——Any person riding upon any bicycle, motorcycle, 
coaster, sled, roller skates or any toy vehicle shall not attach the same or himself to any 
moving vehicle upon any roadway. 





Sec. 11. Restricted access.—No person shall drive a vehicle onto or from any limited-access 
street except at such entrances and exits as are established by the city council. 


Sec. 12. Right-of-way at intersections.—(a) Simultaneous entrance—When 2 vehicles enter 
an intersection at approximately the same time, the driver of the vehicle on the left shall 
yield the right-of-way to the vehicle on the right except as otherwise provided in Art. VIII, 
Sec. 5, and sub-section (b) hereof. The driver of any vehicle traveling at an unlawful speed 
shall forfeit any right-of-way which he might otherwise have hereunder. 


(b) Yield Right-of-way Signs—Where an authorized traffic sign bearing the words 
“Yield right-of-way” is erected at or near an intersection, the driver of every vehicle 
approaching such sign shall slow to a reasonable speed, and stop if necessary, before 
entering the intersecting street, AND SHALL YIELD THE RIGHT-OF-WAY TO ALL 
VEHICLES AND PEDESTRIANS ON THE INTERSECTING STREET WHICH OR WHO 
ARE SO CLOSE AS TO CONSTITUTE A HAZARD. 


Sec. 13. Right-of-way; left turn.—The driver of a vehicle within an intersection intend- 
ing to turn to the left shall yield the right-of-way to any vehicle approaching from the 
opposite direction which is within the. intersection or so close thereto as to constitute an 
immediate hazard, but said driver, having so yielded and having given a signal when and 
as required by law may make such left turn and the drivers of all other vehicles approach- 
ing the intersection from said opposite direction shall yield the right-of-way to the vehicle 
making the left turn: Provided, that at an intersection at which a traffic signal is located, 
a driver intending to make a left turn shall permit vehicles bound straight through in the 
opposite direction which are awaiting a go signal to pass through the intersection before 
making the turn. 


Sec. 14, Overtaking a vehicle on the left.—The following rules shall govern the overtaking 
and passing of vehicles proceeding in the same direction, subject to those limitations, excep- 
tions, and special rules hereinafter stated: 


(a) The driver of a vehicle overtaking another vehicle proceeding in the same direction 
shall pass to the left thereof at a safe distance and shall not again drive to the right side 
of the roadway until safely clear of the overtaken vehicle, 
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(b) Except when overtaking and passing on the right is permitted, the driver of an 
overtaking vehicle shall give way to the right in favor of the overtaking vehicle on audible 
signal and shall not increase the speed of his vehicle until completely passed by the 
overtaking vehicle. 


Sec. 15. Overtaking and passing at right of moving vehicles——(a) The driver of a 
pastes may overtake and pass upon the right of another vehicle only under the following 
conditions ; 


1. When the vehicle overtaken is making or about to make a left turn; 


2. Upon a street or highway with unobstructed pavement not occupied by parked 
vehicles of sufficient width for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles in each direction and 
when such vehicles are moving in substantially continuous lanes of traffic; 


8. Upon a i-way street, or upon any roadway on which traffic is restricted to one 
direction of movement, where the roadway is free from obstructions and of sufficient width 
for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles and when such vehicles are moving in substantially 
continuous lanes of traffic. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle may overtake and pass another vehicle upon the right only 
under conditions permitting such movement in safety. In no event shall such movement 
be made by driving off the pavement or main-traveled portion of the roadway. 


Sec. 16. Overtaking and passing at left; restrictions.—No vehicle shall be driven to the 
left side of the center of a 2 lane highway or in the center of a 8 lane highway in overtaking 
and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction unless such left side or center 
lane is clearly visible and is free of oncoming traffic for a sufficient distance ahead to permit 
such overtaking and passing to be completely made without interfering with the safe opera- 
tion of any vehicle approaching from the opposite direction or any vehicle overtaken. 


Sec. 17. Further limitations on driving to left of center of roadway.— 


(a) No vehicle shall at any time be driven to the left side of the roadway under the 
following conditions: 


1. When approaching the crest of a grade or upon a curve in the highway where the 
driver’s view is obstructed within such distance as to create a hazard in the event 
another vehicle might approach from the opposite direction ; 


2. When approaching within 100 feet of or traversing any intersection or railroad grade 
crossing ; 


3. hide the view is obstructed upon approaching within 100 feet of any bridge, viaduct, 
or tunnel. 


(b) The foregoing limitations shall not apply upon a one-way roadway. 


Sec. 18. Drive on right side of roadway—exceptions.—Upon all roadways of sufficient 
width a vehicle shall be driven upon the right half of the roadway except as follows: 


i. When overtaking and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction under 
the rules governing such movement; 


2. When the right half of a roadway is closed to traffic while under construction or repair ; 


8. Upon a roadway divided into three marked lanes for traffic under the rules applicable 
thereon ; or 


4. Upon a roadway designated and signposted for one-way traffic. 


Sec. 19. Starting parked vehicle-—No person shall start a vehicle which is stopped, stand- 
ing, or parked unless and until such movement can be made with reasonable safety. 


Sec. 20, Reckless driving, penalty.—(a) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a high- 
way carelessly and heedlessly in wilful or wanton disregard of the rights or safety of others, 
or without due caution and circumspection and at a speed or in a manner so as to endanger 
or be likely to endanger any person or property, shall be guilty of reckless driving and upon 
conviction shall be punished as provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 


(b) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a highway without due caution or circum- 
spection or at_a speed or in a manner so as to endanger or be likely to endanger any person 
or property, shall be guilty of driving in an unsafe manner. 
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(ec) Every person convicted of reckless driving under paragraph (a) of this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for a period of not less than 
5 days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, and on a second or subsequent offense shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than 10 days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 or by both fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 21. Following too closely——The driver of a motor vehicle shall not follow another 
vehicle more closely than is reasonable and prudent, having due regard for the speed of such 
vehicles and the traffic upon and the condition of the highway. 


Sec. 22. Laned roadways, traffic rules——Whenever any roadway has been divided into 2 
or more clearly marked lanes for traffic the following rules in addition to all others consis- 
tent herewith shall apply: 


(a) A vehicle shall be driven as nearly as practicable entirely within a single lane and 
shall not be moved from such lane until the driver has first ascertained that such movement 
can be made with safety and on highways with 4 or more lanes said vehicle shall be driven 
within the extreme right hand lane except when overtaking and passing, but in no event 
shall cross the center line of said highway except where making a left turn. 


(b) Upon a roadway which is divided into 3 lanes a vehicle shall not be driven to the 
left of the center lane except when making a left turn and shall not be driven in the center 
lane except when overtaking and passing another vehicle where the roadway is clearly 
visible and such center lane is clear of traffic within a safe distance, or in preparation for 
a left turn or where such center lane is at the time allocated exclusively to traffic moving 
in the direction the vehicle is proceeding and is signposted to give notice of such allocation. 


(c) Official signs may be erected directing slow-moving traffic to use a designated lane or 
designating those lanes to be used by traffic moving in a particular direction regardless of 
the center of the roadway and drivers of vehicles shall obey the directions of every such sign. 


Sec. 23. Unattended motor vehicle-——No person driving or in charge of a motor vehicle 
shall permit it to stand unattended without first stopping the engine, locking the ignition, 
removing the key, and effectively setting the brake thereon and, when standing upon any 
grade, turning the front wheels to the curb or side of the highway. 


Sec. 24. Obstruction to driver’s view or driving mechanism.— 


(a) No person shall drive a vehicle when it is so loaded, or when there are in the front 
seat such number of persons, exceeding three, as to obstruct the view of the driver to the 
front or sides of the vehicle or as to interfere with the driver’s control over the driving 
mechanism of the vehicle. 


(b) No passenger in a vehicle shall ride in such position as to interfere with the driver’s 
al ee or to the sides, or to interfere with his control over the driving mechanism of 
the vehicle. ; 


See, 25. Projection of load.—Whenever any vehicle is loaded with material projecting four 
feet or more from the end of such vehicle, a red cloth shall be fastened at the end of such 
projecting material and at night-time a red light. 


Whenever any vehicle is loaded with any material or substance, such material or substance 
ge ies pened and fastened in such vehicle so that the same shall not shift and shall not 
all therefrom. 


Sec. 26, Duty to stop in event of accident.—(a) The driver of any vehicle involved in an 
accident resulting in injury to or death of any person or damage to any vehicle which is 
driven or attended by any person, shall give his name, address, and the registration number 
of the vehicle he is driving, also the name and address of the owner, and exhibit his oper- 
ator’s or chauffeur’s license to the person struck or the driver or occupants of any vehicle 
collided with and shall render to any person injured in such accident reasonable assistance 
in securing medical aid or transportation of injured person or persons. 


(b) The driver of every motor vehicle involved in an accident resulting in injury or death 
to any person or damage to any property shall forthwith report such accident to police 
headquarters of this city. All accident reports made under this section shall be without 
prejudice, and shall be for the information of the police department only, except that the 
police department may issue statistical reports based thereon. The fact that any person has 
made a written report of an accident shall be admissible in evidence solely to prove compli- 
ance with this section, but no such report or any part thereof or statement contained therein 
shall be admissible in evidence for any other purpose in any trial, civil or criminal, arising 
out of such accident,

Your Committee on Sewers to whom was 
referred the letter from Edgar Chivers 
of 1124 Maryland Avenue, in which he 
claims that the house at the above address 
was damaged by construction of a sewer 
in the vicinity, has made a careful inves- 
tigation of conditions. 


We find that no evidence of any damage 
appeared for more than a year after the 
completion of the sewer construction. Since 
that time several cracks have developed 
in both the basement walls and floor. Most 
of these are on the side away from the 
sewer. There has been enough movement 
of the wall at the northwest corner to 
allow the house to settle slightly. 
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Your Committee spent some time in 
checking foundation conditions existing 
under the northwest corner of the house 
and find that there is no real foundation 
under the block walls. Furthermore there 
is evidence that water sometimes stands 
on the ground near this corner. 


For these reasons we recommend that 
the claim for damage be denied.
